0. ons habitation for our p:rſons, and a 

bed th reſting place for our. loves, rather 
then be thus battred felch the -golden mes Hapuy.of, 
vaine Titles (talſely called priviledges) that impri- 
ſon us from our chiete delights, and onely 
neſſes? Then the faire Alciana with teares i 


of expreſſions ,: would oftentimes lignifie her aps: 
probation of his reaſons; and. then HIER 
torth into theſe of wiſhing he rather 


a Shepherdeſlc a Princeſſe, ſa ſhes mighs = 
treely pofſeſſe her beloved Orefter mo id,

polecach thraldonie upon lovers againſt 
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and humane lawes, then returned to a freſh cariere 
of weeping , as if thee meant to ſend up her griefe 
to heaven by water to procure ky » though 
almoſt in the ſame moment ſhee caſt downe her 
eyes and hands, as it deſpaire had beaten back her 
prayers from thence when ſhee conſidered the 
power of their adverſaries: after all ſhee continued 
in a ſad filence , untill more then hopes of the 
Queenes afſiſtance tranſported both their thoughts 
againe to be confident of fruition without danger 
or inconvenience. And thus theſe two mourn- 
full, though ſometimes comforted lovers, would 
often ſpinne out the tedious houres of the night 
without reſt, much Ie{I: {lcep, till Phabus himſelfe 
was forced to give them warning to depart , who 
like valiant champions made'good the field untill 
the uttermoſt minute , notwithſtanding their 
carcfull ſervants divers times ſounded the retreat 
for feare of a ſurprize. 
Bar however they endeavoured in this manner, 
to enjoy ſome part of their Joveglike people in a 
barren Country,that bch-1d a farre off a fruirtu]l 
Iſland , and could not get to it , -by reaſon of the 
Interpoſition of the Sa , though ſome thing de- 
lighted withrhe (ight onely , yet crafty Philoſtros 
that had alwayes his eyes open to thoſe defignes 
he had a minde to compaſſe, quickly became in- 
formed of their nightly meetings, and almoſt as 
ſon carried the diſcovery to his Maſters intelli- 
gence; wherein he alledged, that the Q1een her 
ſelfe was the principall inftrument, that procured 
the young Couple ſuch frequent opportunities, 


and therefore with more care and vio as he 
faid

{aid to be prevented, ſo that an, Att preſently paſt 
in the Conncell, to have the Lady ſent home to 
hzr owne friends , whereby ſhee might be abſo- 
lutely ſeparated from Ore/tes . courtſhhips. Which 
ſuddenly being pur in execution,it was a queſtion 
whether amazement or deſpaire plaid the greater 
part in the lovers boſomes 3 however, the Quzene 
retaining yet her ancient courage, not onely ſharp» 
ly expoſtulated the bnſinefles with the King her 
Son; but when ſhze ſaw ſhe could not news by 
any perſwaſion , gave private Counſell and per- 
miſſion to Oreſte; to leave the Court, whereby ta 
proſecute his nuarriage with his Miſtrefle Alcan 
in her owne Country : This you may believe he 
wanted not diligence to execute, when the autho= 
rity of a mother complied wich his owne violent 
defirzs 3 ſo that ſecretly ſtealing to the Caſtle of 
Aliana,, h: inſtantly gave intelligence of the a 

proaching — » by the invication of all the 


- Princes of her kindred , to afſzmbl: at an appoin=- 


ted day,to be Noble witnefl:s of the joytull Tri- 
umphs intznded. 

But Philoſtros,finding himiſelte lixely to be outs 
ſtript by a womans wit , b2gan to conjure up all 
the ſpirits of his politicke braine for prevention, 
and f:1l upon an attempt to corr.:pt a certaine 
mrtimate Fayorite belonging to Oreſtes, not onely 
with th: promiſe of a great Dukedome in the 
Country of Syria , but alſo to beſtow upon him 
a rich Heire in Marriage, the better co maintaine. 
the Title ; Theſe glorious baits I fay ſo farre pre« 
vailed in the Favorites ambitious and falſe natur,; 


that he-was content to ſell his Maſter co buy the * 


G 2 purchaſe 
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urchaſe ; ſo that the two Lovers more open to 
Lon then watchf.ll of Treaſon, the night betore 
the intended Ceremonies ſhould have been per- 
formed being privately at their devotions in Vers 
Temple, according to the -preſcribed caftome, 
they were both ſeparate from one another by a 
ſcle&ted,company of Souldiers,ſent to that purpoſe 
by Philoſtro:, which ſuddenly carricd Oreſtes trom 
the fad fight of his moſt dearely beloved Alciane, 
who had onely opportunity left her to bewaile her 
misfortune, whil| her betrothed hasband in the 
interim,was conveyed into a ſtrong Fort, to be 
fately guarded untill the Kings pleaſiire ſho:uld be 
knowne,concerning the diſpoſure of his perſon 3 
however his unworthy Favorite paid the deſerved 
debt due to ſuch a Treaſon, for Chenh Philoſtros 
performed with him punCtually the agreement, in 
giving him both the Dakedome and the heire, yer 
the very day of his Nuptiall:, he cauſed him to 
loſe his head for his reward. 

Neverthelefſe poore Orejtes neither received 
liberty from his impriſ.nment, or eaſement of his 
griefe , which cauſed him for the moſt part to fit 
with his armes croſſe, looking up at the heavens, 
as ikhe accuſed them tor his ſuffzrings 3; And his 
ſtrained paſſious ſometimes would violently burſt 
forth into imprecations both agaiaſt his brother 
and Phzloſt-os ; calling Orſames Tyrant j and his 
Favorite the Center of dzccipt ; from whoſe 


. wickedneflcs as he fancied, proceeded ftreames of 


diſturbances , that drowned th: whole world in 
confuj1on. Such diſcontented language did his di- 
ſtempers break forth; which however rather _ 

| __ 
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himſelfe,then wounded his enemies; whilſt in the 
meane time, Philoftros plaid with him like a huge 
Fiſh intangled with an angle,too great ſuddenly 
to pull out ofthe water ; letting him by degrees 
worke hiniſelte out of breath, that at laſt he mighe 
deale with him according to his pleaſure ſince 
there is no better remedy againſt violent conten- 
tion , then not to ſeeme to ſtrive with it , which 
renders it like an enlarged flame lefſe furious : 
Even ſo it fared with this Prince, that having tired 
himſelfe by his overmuch paſſion,ſeemingly at laſt 
came to ſo underhand a paticnce, that hz appeared 
fitted for thoſe impreſſions, which Philo/tros had a 
minde he ſhould ſeale ; and to that purpoſe im- 
ployed one Dion an ancient Nobleman of Syria, 
intruſted formerly by Oreſte; tather in many 
weighty imployments , to perſwade him to paſſe 
ſuch Atts,as his policy thought moſt convenicnt 
for Orſames ſecurity , which was publickly to 
difavow that private contratymade between him 
and Alciana , fince th2 opinion every one had of 
that marriage, gave not onely hopes of a uew 

ſerity , - a certainty alſo of alliſtance by her 

indred upon all occaſions. 
Wheretore one day thi 


is Dion watching the time 
when Oreſtes was in his beſt temper, and his 
thoughts appearing molt calmed from extravay 
gancies, entred into his Chamber with ſuch a hu- 
milicy , as became the diſtances of their perſons ; 
And after a while ſpent in divers diſcourſes, the 
beter to diſguiſe his intemions , he began wich 

him in this manner. 
My Lord,faid h: , as it was my happineſle, dus 
G3 ring 
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ring the life of your admired Father, to be not 
onely witneſſ: of his glorious aftiens, but as a 
rvant to his commands, ſpent ny youthfall 
eares in the advancement of his fame ; whereby 
ke became lov'd at home, and fear'd abroad, and 
that ſetled this mighty Monarchy of Syr:a, before 
almoſt torne in pieces by domeſticke faRtions z in 
the high State of felicity and honour, he lett ir to 
your veruous brother, though an infant under the 
rotetion of your mother z who enjoyed the 
Tuition » as long as the Jawes of the Kingdome 
would give her leave to governe ; however it hath 
not pleaſed the Gods as yer to bleſſ: him with 
poſterity ; {o that by all probability the ſucceilion 
15 like to fall upon you, 1f your owne actions doe 
not divert and change the minds of thoſe pzople 
you are to rule, either by diſcontenting yo'rr bro» 
ther,in th: t obcdience you ow him as your Prince, 
or by giving the Subjets an opinion,you rather 
ayme paſſionately at your owne private plzaſures, 
then their f..tir2 good, in chifing a wite of a 
ſtrange Comtry , when you may have ſo many at 
home, as it yo 1di{dxined the elettion pair 
cauſe you were 04t of loye with your own Coun- 
try; eſpecially when you know the lawes of: Syriz 
ab{vlutely forbid, the heire apparent to take a 
Conſort, without the approbation of the King, 
which intirely abſolves yo from that contract 
between you and Alciana , for which onely att 
you are now d-tained in priſon, not only to your 
ovn diſcontent, but to your brothers diſpleaſure, 
ſince he is about new Councels, how he may ſetcle 


the ſucceſſion upon other pretenders, for that your 
wk ſtubborn= 
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Gubbornnefſe ſeemes to render you I of 
the Empire. Perhaps you will. alledge that the 
rules of Religion,commar;d you inviolably to ob« 
ſerve the ſacred promiſe of marriage, accorded bes 
tween you two before the face of heaven 3 unto 
which I muſt anſwer , that all compadts made in 
the prejudice ot an others right, are altogether to 
be eſteemed invalid,of no force ; and not to be 
perſiſted in without a double offence, the one to 
the party injur'd, and- the other towards the 
Gods, who have exprefſely enjoyned the con- 
trary ; ſo that it atfirſt you did commit a finne 
of diſobedience to your Crackars will ; by at- 
cempting to take a wite without his conſent,con- 
trary to the knowne ordinances of 'Syria z let at 
laſt your ſudden repzntance extenuate the offence, 
whereby you may be reconciled both to heaven 
and earth 3 left the juſtice of the one and the 
vengeance of the other overtake you, Againe, 
whereas you may thinke , that the perfe&ions of 
Alciana are not to be paralleld, (which however 
is no ſufficient plea to render you obſtinate) I an- 
ſwer, that oftentimes our fancie out-does our 
judgement, which makes that become excell:mt in 
onr ſight, that we have onely brought our minde 
by ſome accident paſſionately to dz{ire; and there- 
tore will lay betore yE* this conſideration as a 
r-turing example, «ti You can poſlibly believe 
v/ith a clcere apprehen 11, that the ſmall circle of 
Al:1ana”, body,can containe ſo much beauty , as 
th. large extenc ofall Syria ? in which compaſſe 
you may be your own Carver, with envious con- 
tention , who nay be the happy objz& of your 
choice 
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choice: With theſe words hee ended his dif- 
| | courſe, expeing his reply with a reſpe&tull fi- 
| Jence ; which preſently brought forth many con- 
8 fiderations in Drove troubled boſome, and after 
; | ſome time theſe expreſſions. 

; Muſt the ſacred Lawes,by which our foules are 
united iu one before the Throne of Heaven,be 
thus abrogated by h:1mane power ? ſhall Policie 
triumph over Religion ? and Kings cxalt them- 
ſelves above the Gods, not fearing to contend a- 

gainſt their decrees ? muſt Philoftros wiſdome be 

eſteemed above Hymens Rights ? can pittilefſe 
man bchol\ the perteCtions of divine Alc:ana,and 
no: m:lt into compaſſion ? All which hee uttered 
wich other extravagancies of the like nature, 

, which gave Dion a defire to take his leave for the 

| preſcyt, hoping another time to find him in a 

more moderate temper. But Oreſtes perceiving 

his intention, and refic&ing in ſome ſort upon 

the gravitic of the perſon that gave him the ad- 

vic2; ofa ſudden rooke him by the hand, telling 

him it was not kindly done to leave him in his 
extreamities, ſince there was a hop, as hee ſaid, 

after a little conſideration, he might be wrought 

as to crecit any perſwation that intended for his 
- good, and would be the proſfperitie of Syria : 
+. 46 This gave D10x ſo much ls, that he not 
onely ſtaid with him inſtant,endeavonring 
to fortifie his reaſons nzw arguments,but in 
a ſhore while plying him continually with im- 
portunate ſolicitation, at laſt procured his abſo- 
lute promiſe, to performe what aGts his Brother 
ſhould conmiand him to the diſenulling oa wn 
tor- 
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former contra berween him and A !ciana. When 
Dion had gained thus nuach upon the Princes in- 
cOhſtancie, with this joyfull conceived newes,hee 
went to congratulate the itching cares of the 
great favorite, that from time to time e 
the ifſue,who eſteemed it a moſt ſupream diſhonor 
to have any of his plots faile in their ſucceſſe; and 
to this purpoſe a day was appointed ſoon after for 
a publick Aſſembly, who were to be witneſſes to 
the whole Kingdome of Oreſtes intentions, to the 
content of many, but wonder of all, fince the ex- 
ample was eſteemed extraordinariezas the perſons 
were eminent , which gave Oreſtes libertie to 
take his recreations where he pleaſed ; ſo that 
one time walking under a row of orderly ſet 
Trees ina Parke belonging to his Lodgings, be- 
ing accompanied onely with his . now more 
quieted thoughts, ſince his love Alciana began to 
be blotted our of his memory,by new conf1dera- 
tions that entertained him, he was ſaluted by a 
youth,whoſe face appeared beautifull,as his looks 
innocent; onely a large patch upon the fide of his 
cheeke,with his haire carelefſely covering a great 
t of his fore-head, rendered him by much 
eſſe lovely,then nature ſeemed to have intended 
him 3. however, his eyes ſparxled a-kind of per- 
feftion, that gave an admirable luſtre to the reſt 
of his obſcured countenance, which againe was 
augmented by the rubie of his lips. Oreſtes taken 
with the delight ofthe obje&, could not be but 
curious of the bufineſle , therefore with more 
attention he gave eare to his words; and the ra- 


ther for that the boy told him, he had not onely 
a 
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a meſfage,but a requeſtto preſent unto him, if his 
parience or charity would'give him the hearing, 
and with that wept, as if a ſad Storie were the 
ſubje@ of hisdiſcourſe. Brit after he had a little 
dryed his faire eyes with a handkirchieffe he care- 

ly held it in his hand, he told him his name 
was Phalarius,an unfortunate Couſin of Alciana, 
ſince her late retirement into a Cloyſter,had lefc 
him to the world to ſeeke entertainfnent in his 
ſervice after having been robb'd and woun- 
ded by certain Theeves. Oreſtes hearing the name 
of his almoſt forgotten Alciana, ſeemed ſuddenly 
ftracken with ſome fatall Omen that accus'd 
him of perjuric and ingratitude , for which de- 
fervedly he merited to be puniſhed 3 wherefore 
he ſeated himſelf upon a bench in thoſe walks, 
with his armes folded one within another, as it 
hee meant to weave his thoughts an intricate la- 
byrinth of diſcantent, his eyes being caft up to 
Heaven, as it were to penctrate the very boſome 
of th: Gods, to be informed of the depth of 
his offence 3 Thus he continued glating his 
fight all the while with the troubled water of 
his ſorrowfull teares, untill the youth himſelte 
with the ſadnefſe of his contemplation,could not 
chuſ: bat accompanie his paſſion with a few di- 
{tilled drops of Criſtall from his owne beautifull 
eyes, and withall by way of interruption told 
him, that although he intended his preferment 
in his ſuite, yet he was not ſo unmannerly, as to 
procure his vexation thereby ; but rather it he 
thought his unworthy ſervice, might prove any 


inconvenience to his more glorious imployments, 
| he 
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he would moſt willing notwithſtanding his kin 
wonns kinde recommendation (whon he con- 
ceived had had ſome intereſt in his breaſt) detift 
trom farther proſecuting his intention, how pro- 
fitable ſoever it might prove to his unfortunate 
condition.O uncharitable Phalarinsgreplicd Ore 
/tes , be not ſo unjuſt as to miſconſter my preſent 
paſſion,or to entertaine the lealt tiniſter opinion in 
thy yet innocent boſome,that any deſire,trom the 
faire Alciana can be kfle commanding to my 
grieved ſoule, then as a decree enjoyned mee by 
the powerfull Heavens, which muſt not be diſo- 
beyed ; no gentle boy,ſaid he, I doe not onely en- 
tertaine thee, but conſtitute thee my deare and 
onely Companion to talke nothing but Alciana, 
to liken every flower we can find in our ſoft ton- 
verſation tothe ſeverall perte&tions of beautcous 
Alciana ; and when wee have diſcuurs'd whole 
Summer dayes upou that delighttull theame,thou 
ſhalc gather them together in a gay noſegay, and 
carry them to my Love, as emblzmes of her pu 
fetions and my conſtancie, informing her of all 
the fad poſtures poore Oreſtes undergoes for the 
abſence of his deare Alciana 3 nay, more aſſure 
her, that the S:m ſhall ſooner Joſe his light, 
then he the bright remembrance of that beautic, 
which onely captivates his heart, for death by the 
force of ſpightfull Tyrannie may well ſeparate 
our mortall bodies, but our pure foules ſhall ever 
live together united iff the heavens, triumphing 
over all humane injuries and violence. 

Bur Phalarivs having obtain'd as he thought, 
what he came for, would not cxpoſtulate _ 
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with him the reaſons of his ot onely hee 
defired to know if he had a defire to entertaine 
him according to Alciaxa's requeſt, whether it 
was not neceffarie to accomodate himſelte other- 
wile for his ſervice, ſince he had ſome friends not 
far off that he was aſſured would aſſiſt him to that 
purpoſe ? No —_ deare Phalarius, replyed 
Oreſtes, the commands of ſweet Alciana worke 
not upon ſo dull a Subjef, as to admit of the 
leaſt protration ; beſides, thou maſt, ſaid hezbe a 
ſpeedie 8& ative meſſenger to divert her thoughts 
om that killing reſolution of retirement, and 
by that meanes releaſe Oreſtes from a world of tor- 
ments,which he ſhould ſuffer in being perperuall 
baniſh:d from the ſweet converſation of tis mo 
deare Love: With this taking the Boy by the 
white hand, he led him into his owne Lodgings, 
enforming every one that he was a neere Kinſ- 
nan tothe Princeſſz Alciana, his paſſion not be=- 
ing able to hid: that which his diſcretion ſhould 
have concealed, ſince his enemies wanted not 
ſuſpition to keepe over him ſtill watchfall ſpyes 
to obſeruc his attions, knowing his determinati- 
ons to be variable, as his nature was violenc ; In 
conclaſion he made the daintie Ganymed not only 
his daily play-fellow, but his night companion 3 
which two ſeaſons for the moſt part were ſpnrt 
ia diſcourſes concerning Alciana ; But the time 
approaching for his publick negation of the con- 
trat b:tween him and Alciana, Dion againe was 
ſent by Phils/tros to p 1t him in mind both of the 
houre and the circumſtances ; whereupon Orejtes, 
contrarie to his exp:Aation , like an enraged 
Lion, 
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Lion, fell upon him with this language. 

Thou wicked man, faid he, doſt thou beleeve 
the Gods will ſuffer thee to goe unpunilhed for 
this attempt ? muſt the ſacred Lawes by which 
the two ſoules of Alciana and my ſelfe are united 
in one before the Throne of Heaven, be abrogated 
by humane power, as I formerly told thee ? can 
that Devill Ph:/o/tros, whoſe onely ſpiric thou arc, 
retaine in his uncompaſſionate breat,ſtill conſtane 
intentions of this inypietie ? or will my unnatu- 
rall Brother for ever puniſh me, and prote his 
malicious favorite without end, againft right and 
reaſon? Is all Religion abſolutly baniſhed trom 
every humane heart, and nothing ſucceds bur 
unconſcionable intereſt and crueltie ? cannot the 
benefits of my dead Father, or the ſufferings of 
my dead Mother at all worxe thy nature to any 
pitty? and baniſh from thy pernicious thoughts, 
thoſe malicious treaſons thou intendeſt againſt 
love and goodnefſe ? wherefore I ſay, get thee out 
of my ſight, or Dy the Gods Iwill make thee a 
quick ſacrifice to the infernall furies. 

Diox had no need of any Counſell at the pre- 
ſent to avoid theſe extravagant inteniperances 3 
however, with reſpe& enough he took his leave, 
{ince his wiſdome thoughtr better to temper his 

aſſion, then provoke his choler ; & yet inſtantly 
2 carried the newes to Philoſtro-,with the addiri- 
on alſo of his opinion ; that certainly it was the 
frequent converſation of the newly entertained 
Kinſman to Alciana,that altered the reſolution of 
Oreſtes. Philoſtros confidering this ſtrange and 
ſudden change,could not chuſe bur be ofthe ſame 
| belicke, 
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belicte, and therefore called a Councell of his 


owne private friends, wherein after ſome conſul- 
tation *, with the approbation of the King, 
command was given to an Officer of the Court, 
with a ftrong guard to repaire the next morning 
to the Princes Lodgings, there by force to ſepa. 
rate him from his young Favorite, and then to 
convey his perſon to ſome place of lefſe liberty, 
where again he might be treated withall about 
his former promiſe ; a judgement given as might 
be thought againſt all morality and pitty 3 but 
the ſupport of a Crownwill not be regulated by 
any compaſſion ; tears being onely fit for the con- 
dition of a penitent , no way b:coming the dig- 
nity of an unthroneqd King, whoſe dazzling glory 
muſt not behold the darke misfortune of any 
other condition. This refolution, I fay , was 
= in execution with all expedition and vigour ; 
r the Captaine of the guard , a man of a rough 
nature, having received his commiſſion , at the 
time appointed went up into the chamber of 
Oreſtes, and finding him a bed, though his dili- 
gent ſervant Phalrrius was newly riſen from the 
warm fides of his deare Maſter , where he had 
repoſed the night paſt; The Officer in a cold com- 
plement ſhzwed him the ſtrit commitſon of the 
King his brother,dzfiring him without reſiſtance 
or delay he would prepare himſelte to an abſo- 
late obedience , which elſe might turn to his 
greater prejudice. But Oreftes,not taken with a de- 
jefted ſorrow, though he too much apprehended 
the injury, preſently flew out of his bed, like 
ſome furious wild beaſt , that feared to be pede 
Ve 
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ved ofthat prey,which his own hunger had lately 
procured; and fo ſeized upon his naked Sword 
that lay neere him on the Table, vowing to make 
that weapon the inſtrument of his juſt revenge, 
it he laid the leaſt finger upon his deare Phala- 
rius, With intention to ſeparate hinz from his 
ſight and converſation. Captaine, whoſe 
providence had before placed the guard at the 
{taircs foot, to be ready at his command if there 
were occation, ſuddenly called them to his a 
{iſtance, who with all violence obeying the in- 
jun&ion, in an inſtant incompaſſed Oreſtes abour, 
neither regarding his perſon , nur having reſpect 
to his naked condition , whilſt in the miean rime 
poore Phalarius altogether diſtrafted, between 
love and feare , flew with all his powet amongſt 
the confuſed weapons to defend Oreſtes by his 
own hazzard, from the threatning and appearit 
danger , where preſently he received a crue 
wound in his tender fides,which ſoon diſcovered 
is ſelfe by his ſudden finking to the ground, ready 
to pay his laſt duty to nature, as his beſt blood for 
a ranſome to redeem his Maſter from his captivity. 
But Oreſtes notwithſtanding was preſently ſurpri- 
zed, and led away out of his fayling fight ; which 
Phalarizs beholding,more bemoned then his own 
approaching deſtruCtion, blaming rather the in- 
Jnkice of the mercilefle Guard for oppreſſing 
Oreſtes,then for killing hint. 

Anaxia the Queen eng this extraordinary 
oppreſlion of her ſonne , not being admitted 
to his preſence, to afford him any manner of re- 
liefe or comfore by her motherly converſation 5 

as 
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as alſo conceiving her own perſon in fome haz 
ard, by "the le of ſuch a violence, of a 
ſadden making an eſcape from the Courr, pur her 
ſelfe into the ER of Soraftros King of A- 
gp, whoſe Empire ſeemed then to overtop the 
Yyrian Monarchy ; which ingendred an ambitious 
enmiry, between the ' two mighty Princes , that 
erward” broke our. into an-open warre : whilſt 
in the mean time , Philotros having now Oreſtes 
at his abſolute mercy, in having given his bro- 
ther Orſzmes too much” ſiif his late in- 
conſtancy, endeavourtd again to make him ſub- 
ſcribe to the. divorcement of his pretended love 
Alcianz, as well to debar him from a forraigne 
alliance , *har ſhould give nouriſhment to any re- 
bellion; as alſo ro have the better conveniency to 
furniſh hit wich ſome wife of his own chooſing, 
whoop as he thought he milghe dire&in the mo-

duce the glorious marriage of his kinſwoman, or 
the ſiadden and honourable death of Oreftes, 
whereby he ſhould be ſecured by his friendfhip,or 
out of feare of his inconſtancy. 

The time being come for the meeting of the 
two Champions, Oreftes was mounted upon a 
pyde horſe , which very lively repreſented either 
the changeablenefſe of his diſpotition , or the 
variablenefſe of his fortune. His Armour was 
light skie-colour, painted over with an artificiall 
ſhade that was procured by the Sunnes eclipſe. 
His Capariſons were cut into the form of a beau= 
tifull Phenix, the Saddle forming the body as the 


two wings figared out the fides , which were 


conpoſed of ſeverall coloured teathers,ſo that the 
crupper making the taile, the whole bird ſeemed 
to flie as the horſe moved, bearing the armed 
Knight in the ayre; andthe raines of the" bridle 
being neatly contrived into the likeneſs of flames, 
as it were kindled from the bit (contrived ofma» 
terial» reſembling fire) ſeemed to afpire GI 
with a conſuming intention. In his ſhizld was 
painted a ſhip oft upon a ſtormySca,only fer forth 
with this Motto, Still nncertain. But ſcarcchad he 
entred the Liſt, when at the other end appeared 
his adverſary in a white Armour, ſer forth yo 


' with courage to ſpeak onely the language of the 


' reply , and being ſummoned by the Trumpets to 
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the ſtory ot Theſeus and Ariadne ; the ornaments 
that covered his horſe were made into the form 
of a Cypres frove : for his device he bore the pi- 
cure OF Didb Queen of Carthage , crowned with 
a Willow garland, without any Motto at all, but 
her name : fix ſeeming Virgins carrizd thoſe 
ſtaves hee meant to imploy in the encounter, 
which not onely gave a deleCtable , but alſo a fad 
aſpe& to the whole —_— » fince by the ſight, 
both the innocency and injury of Alciana was 
deſcribed. 

Bat Oreſtes being taken with a new _—_— 
fion farre above rhe other Spe&ators , before he 
began his courſe, in a ſoft trot rid towards his 
prepared enemy 3 who contrariwiſe ſeeing him 
coming , not having any mind to entertaine his 
addreſſes, retired almoſt as faſt back ; but findin 
his importaniry was not ſo eaſily to be able 
ſent one of his little meſſengers to tell him , that 
if his intention was to uſe words before the con 
batz ;- he fo:;md not his difpoſition any way 'in- 
clinable for diſcourſe ; wherefore deſired him 


- 


Sword, which, of the two, was more proper for 
the ſeaſon. Oreſtes , having received this ſharpe 


the encounter , quickly made his ſpurs teach his 
horſe his duty, and in the courſe carried himſelte 
with ſo 'nzich force and dexterity , that at the 
firſt courſe he bore his adverſary to the gronnd 
with the _ of his Lance, who had either un- 
fortunately or unskilfally miſt his reſt ; yet the

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ſtarted up , and with a kind of flouriſhing bra-

Traely , ſaid Orefter, as I am extreamly unwil- 
ling to entertain the quarrell any further upon 
theſe termes 3 ſo of the other fide, I could be 
very well content to have laid down my own 
life as a ranſome to have redeemed hers, by much 
more innocent. O falſe man, faid the Knight,

ds of her brothers in Law, though the Caſtle 

ill kept poſſeſſion for the lawfull Prince : the 
enemy » by this ſucceſlc , _ in a marmer 
quite poſſefſors of the whole Countrey ; untill 
aſk Generall, lying with his Army upon the 
confines of Syria, neceſſarily to repaire the decay: 
of his forces, hearing of the prevailing odory 
of the Nobility , conceived it more then time to

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the pratices of his uncles , but his maſter to be 
diſhonoured by the power of the Agyprians : 
wherefore , as deſperate diſeaſes are to be cured 
by extraordinary phyfick , not ſo much as ſtayi 
for the neceſſary recruit of his Army , marc 
with a haſte anſwerable to the greatnefe of the 
defigne , which was , again to recover the loft 
Town , that ſeemed I to.command the 
whole Country , or bury hinifelfe., and all his 
ſouldiers before thoſe walls, hee ſhould not be 
able to enter. Athis arrivalt , he not onely fer 
upon thoſe Troops that were placed to ſtop his 
paſſage , but gave them an intire deteat , though 
their numbers farre exceeded thoſ- he condudted, 
that alſo were accompanied with the difadvan- 
tage of being wearied in their journey, having 
nothing but their own - invincible courages to 
ſapply the defet. But however, this admirable 
eſteemed viRtory, both poſſeſſed the brave Gene- 
rall of the Town, and reduced many of the re- 
volted Nobility , to their Jawkill obedience yet 
th: ſparcles of ſo great a difunion , were impoſ- 
ſible to be buried in the Cinders of a quier peace; 
eſpecially, fince the Zgyptian neighbouring 
Countries were alwaies capable to kindle -new 
flames , without ſome agreement by conſents fo 
that it was deſigned to uſe all means could be de- 
viſed, to render the uncles contented ; whereby 
the Prince might the berter be ſecured, and cita+ 
bliſhed in his rightfull inheritance, and the 
Country freed from the feare of any more civill 
warre; in proſecution of which, the one was 
bought with rich gifts , to become Orſames or

ftros ſet afoot the troubles there, becaHe the King 
would not joyn in an abſolute league with Syria 3 
but ſcarce had ſhe come to this point , when ſhe 
was informed that Ofirus was neere at hand, to 
viſit the Princefſe 3 which gave them no more 
time,then was neceflary to prepare for his unwel- 
come company; and ſs conſequently broke off for 
the preſent their diſcourſe. 

Ofirus, that b:gan to eſteem himſelte, in a man- 
ner Lord ot his d:fires ; having his Miftris affe= 
Ctions, as he believed, under his command, as he 
had her perſon in his cuſtody ; nothing being 
now b:tween the fraition and his hopzs , but a 
tew ceremonio4s approbations of h:r parents; 
centred the roome, not. like a fearfull Lover, or a 
modeſt ſuiter, but already a married hsband 
taking preſently Cloria in his arms ; whiltt he 
prophaned , as ſhe imagined, the chattz aye of 
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her lips , wich three or foure impure kiſſes , that 
left them, after a while, to. bluſh for the attempt ; 
however, he preſently turned to Roxana, and 
told her , that when the Nuptials were paſt , he 
would ſtudy ſome convenient preterment for her 
age 3 Cither by a rich husband to: keep her {ides 
warm, or an honourable juriſdiion, to exerciſe 
her experience 3 not knowing how little faithfirl] 
ſhe had been,and intended to be, to his purpoſes z 
notwithſtanding ſhe hambly thanked him for his 
gracious favour-: atter this he began to fall into 
a large commendation of all his vertues; bur,zſpe- 
cially of his admirable valour,that never refuſed 
any danger, as hefaid , how great and common 
ſovever, in the warres,. or otherwiſe ; though 
the dignity of his perſon was a ſifficient privi- 
ledge,as he ſaid againſt ſuch attempts. But during 
the time that he was nfing theſe brags,which gave }. 
poore Cloria a ſufficient ſarfeit, he was informed, - 
that a Herald attended in the Gallery, with a 
Lerter from the Campe. Ofirs believing that ir 
was ſome offered treaty of - compolition from Ore 
James, hearing of the determination'of his father, 
to raiſe the fiege., inſtantly commanded the meſ- 
ſenger to be brought into his preſence, - that his 
miſtris might be witneſfſe of his glory 3' after he 
had received and opened the Letter , he read it 
aloud , that th? whole company might be fatif- * 
fied in the contents, ſcorning to concegle what 
re{olution ſoever of the enemy, however con- 
trary to his expeation; the writing ſpake this 
{41 guage. | Pat 
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Ofirus, I amto let you know, that your Meſſen» 
ger, whom you imtended to ſend into Cypras,is ſur- 
prized by our Army 3 whereby the love you offer to 
the faire Princeſſe Cloria, is diſcovered; with your 
deſigne, to demand her in marriage, of her mother, 
the Queen Hyacinthia 3 which is a requeſt , neither 
in ber power to grant, nor for .your honour to defire 3 
ſince I pretend a former prom: fo of her affettion, not 
to be releaſed by any power , uuleſſe ſhe her ſele doe 
' urworthily fly from the contrati; an att, Tcan never 
believe, untill T ſee it under-written by that white 
band, that I ſuppoſe will not be conſenting to ſo blac 
# deed : in the mean time I muſt think it , either a 
projett of your own fooliſh preſumption , or 4 con» 
ftraint, proceeding from the wicked tyranny of her 
impriſonment , that gives you boldneſſe to make ſo 
juſt a demand. Wherefore, if you have any rem+ 
wants left, of that Noble blood, which belongs to your 
houſe, a pong you ſo much boaſt of ; ſhew it, 
either in leaving off ſo prepoſterous a ſuit , and ſet 
the Lady free from her captivity , whereby ſhe may 
become abſolute Miſtris of her choyce 3 or elſe prepare 
yaur ſelfe with courage , to give me the meeting in 2 
ſingle combate, to diſpute the Title : elſe , I muſt tet

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After that Ofirus had read the Letter, and for 
ſome time conſidered the contents thereot , with 
a diſdainfull ſmile he told the Meſſenger, that as 
he pardoned his raſhnefſe, for bringing ſuch pe- 
reniptory lines, to be preſented to a Majeſty , not 
to be diſcerned by ſo poore a fight as his own; ſo 
he commanded him to let the boy knuw , not 
onely his owne contempt of his perſon, bur that 
the Princeſſs Cloria , (who was a wite rather fit 
for th gods , then for a child of ſo mean condi- 
tion) diſdained the very mentioning of his love 3 
wherein, he thought he mach obliged her with 
a complement. And for the combate,if the grea- 
teſt Monarch of the world had ſent him a chalk 
lenge (as he faid) he muſt therein have followed 
the dire&ion of his Councell ; much lefle endea- 
vor to give ſatisfaftion to ſuch prepoſterous lines. 
After the meflenger was diſcharged , Ofirus went 
out of the room, as if his choler had got the 
abſolute prerogative over his brags ; whilſt in 
the mean time, Clria and her Governefie had 
ſport enough to laugh ar his folly , as well as to 
be joytull at the neighbourhood of Narciſſus 3 
waich gave them ſufficient imployment and de- 
light all the day following. However , the next 
morning , to their no ſmall amazement , they 
were called up to the leads of the Caſtle, to be- 
hold a great diſtraftion in Orſawes Army , before 
the Town , wherein appeared an extraordinary - 
ſlaughcer ; upon what ground they could not 
poſſibly imagine , unlefſe it were ſome acciden- 
tall, and anfortunate mutiny amongſt themſelves; 
which notwithſtanding , ſo much troubled o_ 
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both, that they ſoon retir2d, with the undelight- 
fulnefſ2 of the proſpe&, into their own lodgings, 
to attend th2 ifſ1e of the ſuppoſed difference ; 
where they had not reſted rwo houres,tormented 
with variable feares, and greedy expeCations, be- 
fore they were informed , that ſome Troops ſent 


by Soraſtros to relieve his fonn?, becauſe he could 


not yet ſpare more forces from his new engage» 
ments, had with invincible [courage made their 
paſhge through rhe enemies campe , and with 
ſafety got entrance into the Town , to the abſo- 
lute furniſhing of the garriſon 3; which (as *twas 
deliver:d) created new courage in the hearts of 
the p2ople ; in ſo much that now (as they ſaid) 
they did not care for the continuance of the 
ſiege, fince they were ſithciently provided againſt 
all Orſzme: power. Cloria and Roxana , not- 
withſtanding this newes, were extreamly glad it 
was no worſe ; although, of the other fade, they 
wer? troubled to think upon the protrattion of 
their d-livery , if their proje& ſhould any way 
miſcarrygthe accid.nt giving conveniency to don- 
ble the guards in every place , one of the greateſt 
obſtacles to the defigne 3 however , their hopes 
fo much outwent their feares, that their imagi- 
—_—_ were contented in ſome ſort to reſt fa» 
tisfi:d. 

Bir Ofirus, being puft up with the joy of theſe 
new ſuccours , not onely , for that they ſo much 
ſtrengthned his forces in the Town , but had, as 
he believed, moſt couragiouſly beaten Orſanes, 
ſince they made their way through his whole 
Arny , reſTlved the nexz day hin{UUfe in perſon 


ra 
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to make a generall «ſally upon the enenyy., and by 
that means, . as he _— , abſolutely ro finiſh the 
ſiege 1 neither could he abſtain from ſending a 
nt to the Princefſe, as well to intorme 
her of his ſucceſſe, as to promiſc her the chaſtiſe- 
ment of rhe proud boy Narciſſus , as he termed 
him ; which belike he imagined would be moſt 
welcome newes to her cares. Cloria, although 
ſhe ſcarce liked his determination , yet ſhe was 
confident enough of his want of power to execute 
his reſclitionz knowing that Orſames,her uncle, 
neither wanted ſouldiers in his Campytoreſfift his 
attempt , .nor condut in his Officers , to be ſuf- 
ficiencly warchfull againſt any ſarprize 3 eſpeciall 
being taught provident experience by the laſt 
daies confliftz and for Narciſſus, who went nee- 
reſt her heart , although ſhe was poſſefſed with 
ſome gentle feares continually of his ſafery , yer 
ſh? was abundantly confident ef his valous , not 
cnely in the conſideration of the bold challenge 
he had lately ſent Ofirus , but in the common re= }. - 
port ſhe had heard of his fame, during theſe 
warres, under the title of the white __ ; hows 
ever ſh: was content , by the perſwafion of her 
Governeſſe ,” to return a difſ:mbling thanks for 
the Princes favour , that hz would vouchſafe to 
make her acquainted with his great and ſecret 
delignes. | 
After the meſſenger was departed , as Chria 
and Roxana ſpent woſt of the day, and the night 
following,in diſcourſes concerning their affaires, 
(in which interim, now and then the ſweet Prin- 
celle let fall ſome teares, with manyfilent prayers 
to 
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' £0 the gods, both for the proſperity of her con- 
.dition:, and the fatty of Narciſſus ) ſo, of the 
* otherlide , Ofirus was more then buſted in the 
preparation, and encouragement of his ſouldiers; 
ſometime taking counſell, whzther it were better 
to ſet upon the enemy,in the day,or the night;and 
how to manage the falley they intended to make, 
to the beſt advantage ; other while, he cauſed 
falſe alarams to be given to the Camp , with beat 
of Dram and ſound of Trumpet, whereby the 
better not onely to deceive Orſames expettation, 
that he might be lefſe prepared, when he ſhould 
ſer apon him , but alſo to weary his ſouldiers, 
remaining in their armes ; all which imployment 
took-up the time; untill Gſirus(after two dates, in 
the dead of the night,ſo determined by a Councel 
of warre ) iſſued torch, out of the Town, with 
molt of his forces, onely leaving the burgers to 
nth: walls; and marched in that manner f1- 
ently , without any noylſe at all, the better ro 
\urprize the enemy. Bat contrary to his exp=Cta= 
tion , or rather to his extraordinary amazement, 
he found the Camp raiſed , and Orſames. gone ; 
onely ſome few left (as they confeſſed , being ta- 
ken by the ſouldiers ) to ſet fire tothe Camp the 
next morning. This newes, as it gave ſufficient 
cauſe of wonder to Ofirus army, ſo it was quickly 
carried with joy into the Town ; wheretore, the 
' Troops returning again, after ſome {light ſacri- 
fices were pzrformed to the gods , every one be- 
toox themſelves to thoſe appetites that beſt ow 
{cd their ſenſualities 3 the Citizens onely taxing 
care , as in time of peace, for the fafery of the 
Citys 
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; but by this ſtrange'z or rather ominous 
accdents ; Clorias hopes teemed now to. be abſq- 
lutely raviſhed, and her miſcrable captivity tb be 
eternally prolouged;. nor had Roxane ſcarce cow- 
rage letc her. ro comfort her ſorrowfa'l Miſtrts 
in any kind , that could produce-the leaſt flat- 
rering- confidence 3 yet after they had cm the 
tedious day in diverlity of palliuns,which appea- 
red to be the more Tyrannicall z for that they 
were forced in part, to. ſmother their griefes in 
their ſecret, boſomes , that they _ not come 
to the. knowledge of thoſe ſpics,which were.cont+ 
manded to atzend their. perſons , it not ſecute 
their impriſoumentzat night they both caſt them+ 
ſelves down upon. their beds, withoiit taking

And 
this, deare Princeffe ,. is all the account I can give 
yuu of your fathers affaires , ſince I was forced to 
make haſte, to the ſhip I had hired of the Pyrates 
for my tranſportation to Tyre 3 where being ari- 
ved ,' afterward I took nw journey to Damaſcus, 
to Orſames Court , whom I found ready prepa- 
red with his Army to march, to the fiege of 
Memphis 3 in whoſe Troopzs I quickly nnade my 
ſelte a ſouldier , and fo continued, untill the 
Meſſenger that Ofiris had ſent into Cyprus , to 
demand yo1 in marriage of the Queenyour mo- 
ther, was taken by the Sentinels, and brought 
into the Camp?. This diſcoverie inflamed -m 
foul with ſo mach jecaloufie,that I begg'd leave of 
Orſames 
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Or/ames to ſend the fooliſhchalleng, that ſeemed 
to claim an intereſt in your affe&ions,for which | 
hope Lhave already received my full correRtion. 
I, faid the Princefſe , when you have abſolutely 
made an end of your pennance, by png your 
ſtory, not. yet mpg fince the chicfe part 
is behind , the manner of my deliverance ; 
which continued ſtill Narci(s in his relation. 
After that the-Herauld, faid he , was returned 
without any fatisfa&tion to my thoughts , in a 
melancholy jealoufie, I retired from the Army 
(it being the reaſon I was hot in the Taft conflict, 
when 'the forces ſent from Soraftros- entred the 
Town) for that moſt deſperately I blamed your 
inconſtancy , ſince I believed you had conſented 
to Ofiris defies.” In-this diſt poſture Icon» 
tinucd , untill 1 was ſent for by Orſzmts, to be 
made acquainted with your Dwarts arrivall, who 
propounded. to me the defigne that wasto be 
executed, But the Gods know , my heart being 
freed from that deadly ſuſpition,of your being 
wonne by the greatneſſe of Ofiris perſon, I was 
ready in my own conceipt,to have reached a ftarre 
from heaven , to have made you a preſent , in re- 
quitall of the injury, my thoughts had done 
your vertue ; ſo that I ſtayed not Jong to conſider 
of -my reſolution ; by which example many of 
the youthfull Nobility, out of emulation, derer- 
mined to take my part ; however , the defigne 
was not onely with a great deale of carekeprt ſe- 
cret from the knowledge of the common ſouldi- 
ers, but it was ordained by the Conncell of war, 
 thatthe Army it (elfe ſhould ſeems to retire _ 
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the ſiege, to-give a greater cauſe of ſecurity to the 
Caltle, whereby = lefſe prepared ; ſo conſe- 
quently the more cafily ſurprized upon the cxe- 
cution of the enterprize ; withheſc reſolutions, 
(being fortified with cogragows hopes, fince 
they carried with them the deliveric of your cx- 
cellent ſelfe, from a tyranwicall- impriſonment, 
againſt all the laws of love and jaſtice) we failed 
in ſmall barkes up the River .of Nilus; and 
yeſterday by the conduction.of your Dwarte, we 
entred undiſcovered the Iron gate of the Celternes 
where, after a lice {laughter of the negligent 
watch , we became maſters of all the-Courts of 
guard of the Caſtle; and ſo with eaſe cnough 

into the Hall, untill at laſt being diſcovered 
ſome that fled from deſtruction , we were en- 
countred by Ofiris-, and the ſouldiersthar atten- 


.ded upon his perſon; which gave us again new 


imployment , fince in truth both he and his fols 
lowers,defended themſelves with a courage to be 
commended 3. but-in the end, our numbers, (I 
cannot ſay altogether our valours) made them all 
either our captives ,-,ar our ſacrifices; And fo, 
ſweet Princeſle, according, to: your;command, 
you have the ſtorie of your own -power , that 
is able to inſpire the weakeſt captives,-wich ſuffi»

Town , which ſtruck the minds of the people, 
with ſuch a ſudden amazement, that upon a meſ= 
ſage that ' was ſent them to yield , they preſently 
called a Councell, to refolve what anfwer to re- 
turne to ſo hens a demand ; having alſo 
notice that Oſiris was made a priſoner in hi3 own 
Caſtle. This procured a great muitinic amongſt 
the inhabitants z for the Townſ-men having got 
the poſſeſſion of the walls, by reaſon of the ſoul- 
diers late fallie, being willing to ſave theig goods 
by any compoſition, reſolved todeliver Memphiz 
to the enemies forces 3 whilſt the others, by way 
of honour, contended againſt the determination,

proteſtations of his own humble endeavours npon

Philo, by this diſcourſe, with the ſeeming 
erneftnef}2 of the Ambzfladour, tinding in a man- 
n2r h2 might be confident of his fidelity, when as 
alſo he had thanked him for ſuch effe&tuall pro- 
fefſrons, he began againe with him to this cffect ; 

Then (aid Phlosy fince I ſuppoſe you have judg- 
. ment eno'igh to underſtand yoir own good , as 
well as to bz gratefall for our benefits, E will 
mak? th Jeſſe difficulty to acquaint you with this 
ttury upon which my defires nuſt be grounded.: ' 
wi Gin this great City of Memphis ; newly as I ma;

hath afforded him a competent opinion in the 
Army : whether his perſon or liis tame have moft 
taken het fancy I will not fay.Bur theſe inflamma« 
tions joyned with the former Treaty,have created 
ſach an opinion in her thoughts , that ſhee cot 
ceiveth her reputation to the world to be bles 
mmiſhed, if Narciſſus be ſi ffered to offer his affetis 
ons to any other but her felfe, without her privity 
and oomiine : Inche interim neverthelefſe under» 
ſtanding , that the Queene of Lydia arriving by 
chance upon the If]and of Cyprus,hath occationed 
Narciſſus to fafl in love with the Princeſle Gloria, 
(whereby ſhe cſtcems her ſelfe flightzd: and diſho» 
noured not onely mm of th2 former Treas 
ty mentioned, but alfo in that zny ſhould _ 
in this horizon , more worthy of reſpe& then 
the Necce of great ax Ah grcwne deſpes 
rate in her reſolution : whether I may call her 
paſſions prepoſterous or no, I will not diſpute 


 onely I may probably believe that Narciſſus loves 


to Cloria.y arg neither grounded pon right of 
reaſon, ſince as oar Treaty itnot engagement wag 
begun upon more marare confideration; accom 
panied pzrhaps with ſome iſes of either ſide, 
fo can it not ever be thought ; that the declining 
condition of Evarchus 5 will at any time bring 
happineſſe to the Kland of Cyprus 3 nu:ch lefle ro 
the Duke thereof , when as all the benztic he ſhall 
receive from ſuch ambition,nuſt þ2 the exhauſts

ing of his treaſure , and- the endangering of his 
command : bne however he and his fon may ap- 
prehend the conſequ2nce of ſuch a conjunCtion to 
themſelves, yet no reaſon other Countreics,ſhould 
be debarred of their owne advantages, when they 
ſhall be offered meanes to proſecute their particu- 
lar : It is ſufficient we thinke it not. convenient

ted; Kings and Princes of the higheſt dignity : If 
reaſons of flate , ſhall breake and make marriages 
contratted by triends and kindred, what preroga- 
tive ſhall be doayed en2mies to exerciſe one-againſt 
another , when either danger or benefit _ 
in the conſequence ? the gods doe but unite 

in Nuptiall T yes, for the commodity of men, and 
certainly all generalls , -are to be preferred before 
particular Intereſts , which being granted as a 
maxime, and the proefe demonſtrated of the good 


_ orevill, in my opinion we ought-not to ſtumble 


at the execution, for as in my owne conſcience I 
am ſatisfied in the right of our pretenfions. So if 
ou may make Warre with vour King , becauſe 
e doth not fatisfic the publick , without an 
queſtion you may alſo poſſeſſt your ſelves of 
that is his, by the ſame Juſtice. 

To this purpoſe therefore: be advertized : that 
as *tis reſolved by the Princefle Cloria (notwith- 
ſtanding Narciſſus violent proſecution) not to 
make ele&ion of him or any .other for her hu 
band without the full approbation of her Mother, 
ſo very probably may it be 'conceived,, that the

by thoſe about the Queenes perſon , that the very 
intereſt of the Dakes power in the Iſland of Cyprus 
(by reaſon oF the numerous ſhipping in their Ha- 
vens) will upon all occafions be able to. ſupply 
Evgrchus neceſſities "either with ammunition or 
ſouldiers , according-to' thg.,nced he fhall have in 
his intention, againſt your Senate at Sardis : and 
who knowes not but Cyprus. is a ſcit1ation , more 


proper for his affaires and afliftance', then any o- | 
ther Country in Af whatſoever ?

ing conlidered, (though the inrereſt,of our family

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little breath replyzd ; that as it was the greateſt 
part of his own duty, to hearken to all defignes, 
that might any way advantage his Maſters pro- 
ceedings at Sardis , ſo would he not faile in his 
owne particular, but to contribute the beſt of his 
endeavours, to render beth him and his Illuſtri- 
olis family faticfi:d , hoping with all (as he faid ) 
that the gods would largely afliſt to the protett- 
on of Lydia and the proſperity of Syria z by ſuch 
an indifſolveble tye of friend{hip and commerce, 
that might make Orſames give lawes to the reſt 
ofthe world. | 

Philos after he had made himſtfe more confi- 
dent,from the carneſt proteſtation ofth2 Ambaſſz- 
donr, went vn with this diſcourſe in this man- 
ner: : 

Theſe two ( ſaid he) pretended lovers, Cloris 
and Narciſſus, (who rather may be eſteemed fools 
in prepoſterous affe&tion, then trae- Politicians 
towards a well grounded and ſetled love, fnice as 
it may be thought , they neither teare prevention 
or _ ide againſt accidents) are now precipitates 
ly haſting their journey ints Cyprus, where belixa 
they hope to crowne their wiſhes, with anentire 
happinefſe in every kind can be defired ; however, 
they give out, their ſuppoſed violence to be gone, 
procceds from their paſſionate inclinations, to res 
ceive the beneditions of their parents , after fo 
long a time of abſence from their company and 
preſence 3 but whether it be ſo or no, (or rather

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will not diſpute 3 Onely prevenced chey muſt be 
in their paſlage by Sea, and this cannot conveni= 
ently be pur in execution any other way, then by 
your brave and invincible Navy , which will not 
onely abſolutely take off all opinion of jcalouſie, 
in regard of your Senates diffreace with Evar- 
chus, but when you have by this meancs ſeparated 
the yo-ing Couple , and fo by conſequence de» 
ſtroyed their loves, 9 nay have the benefit and 
commodity , to diſpoſe of the Princefſe pzrſon, 
to what match you ſhall thinke moſt probable for 
your advantages 3 whereas in doing otherwiſe 
(whether ſhee marry Narciſſus or no ) it is likely 
to whomſoever ſhee ſhall be contrafted, both their 
obligations and promiſes mult be grounded npon 
conditions, to aflift Evarchus in his Warres againſt 
your Senate; which pzrhaps may prove ot roo 
great a concernment and prejudiciall co your af+ 
faires : in ſhort this is all I have co ſay unto you, 
untill I know more of your mind, 

As the Ambaſſadour was very fearfall to dif 
pleaſe Philos , oopering the need the Senate of 
Lydia had of his Uncles friendſhip, ſo of the other 
ſide he was moſt unwilling(ifnot partly reſolved) 
not to undertake of hiniſclte, a buſinefſe of ſuch a 
dangerous conſequence z where the I{land of Cy- 
prus. might haye any intereſt in the defigne 3 fo 
that aſter ſomething a long pawſe , as it he bor- 
rowed leave of his conſideration to make a reply, 
he returned hin this anfiyer : 


My Lord,faid he, although I would not have - 


you in any kinde thinke, I cicher fall from.my at 
&&ons , or goe from my profeſſions, yer I nut 
 bnimbly 
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hambly beſeech your Goodnefle , I may propoſe 
to your wiſcdome theſe two donbes, that m re- 
gard Iam but a meſſenger , muſt needs reſt upon 
my thoughts , wich' ſome feartull apprehenſion, 
aka I ought todo in the quality of my office and 
js. : the firſt is, with what ſecurity or 
probability can I undertake the defigne? unkfſe 
I make my Maſters at Sardis ,c acquainted with 
each particular ; who not oncly mult grant ont 
their commiſſion-to their Adwirall at Sea, before 
any thing can be cff:Qed , bur of the other {ide 
are to provide a con{iderablenumber of ſhips , to 
be able ro contend ( if any refiftance ſhould be 
made with thoſe Veſlicls, that are commanded to 
ro waite upon the Princefſe in her journey ; the 
other'to be ſatisfied , how the Duke -of Cyprus 
ſhvuld againe be rendred pacified', afey ſ::ch a 
violence offered toa company , in whom he may 
challenge an intereſt, but pexccably comming into 
his Countrey , trom the domjinions of Orſumes 
King of Syria : for however Cleria her ſelte, may 
be eſtecnied a ſubjet of Lydin, being the daughter 
of Evarchus, yet Narciſſns will ſtill be knowne to 
be the ſonne of the chicte commander of Cypres, 
who therefore onghe not to have rafted of the in- 
jury ; whereupon of neceſſity , fome' dangerous 
conſequence mnſt follow, which perhaps our pre- 
ſent governours, will be moſt unwilling to pu 
to the hazard : Ms { 
Philos by this reply , ſufficiently perceived the 
craft and cunning of the Antbaflador ; that was 
hor to be engaged, withany diſadvantage for any 
pary, notwithſtanding all his violent and glorious 
. pre» 
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Profeſſions : beſides by his diſcourſe, he foimd 
(as he imagined) a great deale more affefionare 
defire in his thoughts, to entertaine a firme'cor- 
reſpondency with the Common yyealth of Cyprus, 
then with the State of Syria ; which .upon 
termes he was reſolved to hinder, as conceiving it 
extreamly prejudiciall ro the intereſt of his own 
Nation : not onely in 6f the ſcitaation of 
the Ifland , bur alſo for that Cyprus formerly ever 
had, a moſt particular dependancy upon the Kirig+ 
dome of Syria , both for trade and prote&ion : 
wherefore after a little time of filence, drefling his 
countenance with a certaine kinde of ſcornefull 
ſmile , -as if not onely he contemned hisdoubes, 
bur alſo difralued his reaſons 3. arthe ſanie ins 
ſtant taking him by the hand, and griping ic ſonie= 
thing hard , as it were berweene kin and 
choller, he delivered: hiniſelfe unto him in this 
manner.

Alafſe poore ment ſaid be, there are your con- 
rages and wiſedomes ? Fruly tor my part , I doe 
not more wonder , how you durft with ſnehTow 
thoughts, undertake ſuch deſperate detignes a- 
gainſt- your Prince, then now when you have 
made facha progreſſe in them % I may ſay paſt 
any retreat) you ſeeme to ſtumble at ſmall refolus 
tions : 'nomy friend be you affured, there is not

for I ſee weake digeſtions, maſt have light meates 
for cheir appetites, not. onely to heap hems from 
ſarfeirc,but ſquemiſhneſſe:I doe the more willingly 
ſtudy you ſatisfa&ion in-this nature, that if it be 
poſſible, yon may perſivade your maſters at Sardis 
toundcrtake this giant worke with lefſe dift- 
culty : nevertheleſſ 1 muſt alfo tell you , what is 
to be don?, muſt be done preſently, in regard the 
Princefi? preſſeth her departure with all violence, 
In the be place therefore that you may ſend 
to your-Sexate, to acquaint;them with the deligne 
intended , is not onely fit but neceſfary , though 
withall I muſt warne you, that it ought not to be 
communicated, but to a few privately; kaſt be» 
ing revealed you not onely thereby loſe the benc- 
fic of the proje&, but ſhall alſo contra& more en- 
mity of a ridiculous conſequence againſt your 
proceedings, having falſly undertaxen (as your 
adverſaries will interpret) a buſineſſe of this na» 


ture, that you had not underſtanding ſufficient to . 


proſecute to the end : This in like manner gives 
me intimation to advertiſe you , of onely two 
ſhips providing for the young peoples tranſport» 
tion, the one for Clorzagthe other for Narciſſs ;

teſt eſteemed Politician in Afi , ſo the tinie fo? 
the de of the Princeſle Cloria, was expefted 
to be ſo ſuddainly , that of neceſſity he was at the 
very inftant , to detlare ſome ferled thing in his 
reſolution, for Philos ſatisfaftion- and his owns 
ſecurity : wherefore taking Philos by his robe 5 4 
little to ftay his courſe from going away frotit 
him, after he had thanked him z forthe getierous ' 
opinior 
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opinion he ſeemed to have of his owne fidelity) 
to the ſervice of his family , when he durſt eraſft 
him as he ſaid with a ſecret of ſuch anature and 
conſequence, he vowed not onely, with as much 
induſtry and{underſtanding as 0s ty could, 
ro make his Maſters acquainted with the deſigne, 
but alſo to be very ſenſible of the obligations 
due from the State of Lydie to hiniſelfe, whereby 
the Sexate might be ready upon all occafions, to 
be ſerviceable to his Nlluſtrious and moſt Noble 
Family , in requitall of his many favours : when 
he had ended theſe complements ( and probably 
they were not any otherwiſe to be eſteemed, ſince 
for the moſt part Miniſters of State; are not much 
troubled cicher with good nature or charity Y he 
demanded of Philos, whether or no h= ſhould 
make his fellow Commiſſioners privy to any of 
theſe paſſages; for that as he ſaid having ce quall 
authority with himſelfe, it might clſc be imputed 
* tohimasan at either of nm ntorberg or give 
cauſe of too great a ſuſpition, not to communi- 
cate the intentions to ſuch Counſells , before it 
was to be moved to the Sexate of Lydza : for that 
faid Philos, ifat any time theſe proceedings come 
to be laid to your charge as a crime , you may 
very well alledge my defire was , by way of con- 
dition to the contrary , in regard there were ſo 
many ſpies remaining of other Nations-at Mem- 
pbis , that ſcarce could it have beene hid fron 
publick knowledge : neithzr would I have m_

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to the aſſembly called your Jun&o , who asI un- 
derſtand, are the ſole managers of all tranſaftions 
of this nature, whether abroad or at home : This 
being alſo promiſed by the Ambaſſador, he inti- 
mated that Philos wonld be pleaſed, to protraft as 
long as was poſlible , the —_ of the young

their reſolutions , to the moſt advantage for the

When Philos had condeſcended to all the de- 
fires of the Ambaſſador , having firſt as may be 
ſuppoſed rendred him fully ſatisfied in very many 
particulars in State policy , which the — 

efore had neither learned or underſtood , they 
tooke their leaves of one another, with ſuch an 
entire embracement, as if their. bodies were per 
petually to be joyned in nature , as their ſoules 


were combined in the deftruRive defignes, to the 


poore lovers felicities : but now Philos being left 
alone, with a ſtrong confidence of the wiſhed 
ſucceſſe of his unhandſome projet , he pleaſed 
hinifelfe ſufficiently with the confideration, how 


. much he found the Ambaſſador inferiour to his 


«ill , in politicall rales ; for that by a contra 
ſtratagem, - it ſeemed to him eaſfie, to deſtroy aſl 
the Lydian Fleet, if he did not conceive, that the 
cff:Aing of this enterpriz2, would be a 
Van= 
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adyantageable to his other affaires'; and at the 
worſt he knew, it was in his power by diſcovering 
the dzſigncy before it was ated, to create ſuch a 
jealouſie berween the two common goveruments, 
as would alwaies make them at oddes one againſt 
another, to the commodity and benefit of Or- 
ſames Kingdome 3 which could not any way 
be overpowered , but by the conjunction of 
thoſe two Nations at ſea , who onely aboun- 
ded in multitude of ſhipping 3 which how 
ever ſhee intended to put in prattice , when 
hee had compaſſed his own ends upon them 
both : in the mean time he was content to let 
the Lydian Ambaſſador, not onely to play with 
his owne thoughts, butto become inftrumentall 
for yn ſeaſon to his purpoſes z that were upon 
the ſurprizall of the Princeſſe Cloriasand the ſepa- 
ration of her love, to demand Fvarchus daughter 
of the Senate for his wife 3 not doubting but the 
ſuite would be cafily granted, in regard of that 
friendſhip, they defired to maintaine with his 
Uncle Philoſtros ; And then alſo, to make the like 
motion to the Dake of Cyprus, concerning a mar- 
riage to be made between his Son Narciſſus and 
his owne ſiſter Artemeſia,, which he conceived 


might be done without the leaſt ſuſpition he had - 


any former hand in the deſigne ; for he knew the 
Ambaſſadour durſt not reveale the ſecret pub- 
likely, left it might be ſuſpe&ted himſelfe to have 
combined or | the diſcurtefie , offered to 
the Iſland of Cyprus in the violence uſed at ſea to 
Cloria and Narciſſus ; And at the worſt he _- 
fed, he could deny at bis pleaſure any ſuch thing 
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by him contrived though the Ambaſſador ſhould

Philds now having eaſed ( as I may ſay ) the 
heavy weight of that burthen, which he tound lay 
continually upon his confaſed thoughts and wor- 
king fancy, not oriely by reaſon of his love to Clos 
pry bm his hate to ——_ began alſo to think, 
that diſſimulation from that time forward, would 
be a moſt neceſſary companion to all the reſt of his 
ations, ſince as already, he had betraycd the lo- 
| vers felicities in his owne determinations, ſo were 
they, with others of Orſames Court to be kept, as 
much as might be free,fuom all ſirſpition and jea- 
lonſieg untill the grand projef contrived between 
him andthe Ambaſſador, (who underrooke to be 
the nieſſengerhimſelte) might have a fitting-con+ 
veniency to be put inexecution , which he could 
not'yet be certaine of, untill the returne of his de= 
fire ſhould corie from the Senate of Lydia : in the 
interim he had warned the Ambaſſador, not to 
uſe his 'name to his Maſters in the particularicy of 
the deſigne 3 bur rather to feeme as if the conlide- 
ration , had onely moved from his owne intelh- 
gence being at Me» iz, of th2 departur2 of Cloria 
ind Narciſſus : neverthelefle to ingratiate himſelte 
the-niore in their beliefe, he wiſh:d the Ambaſſa- 
dor in» the'generall', to intimate to his Maſters at 
)- Sardis , how great a friend Phlftros his Uncle 
7e intended to be , not onely to their Nation, bur 
©, alſo to their proceedings : in proſecution of this 
ro intention of diſſimulation 5 Philos put on a better 
countenance , in all manner of ſocietics then he 
was accuſtomed ; A himiſelfte with the 


moſt 
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miſt delightfall company, both of the Towne and 


Court, and to this purpoſe, he would not onely 
often goe a hunting of Eftriges, according to the 


frequznt uſe of the Country, in the wild deſerts 


bordering upon the confines of AXgypt, attended 
by many of the ordinary forts of p:ople, but per- 
ſwaded the King himſelte, to celebrate in an. an» 
cient Thzatre nzere thz Pyramides, the magnificent 
ſports of fighting with Lyons, and other ravenous 
beaſts of Aphric ; but chiefly with an intention, 
to entertaine the youthfall thoughts of Clorig and 
Narc:ſſus, that they might not ſo violently thinke 


, Upon their int:nded journey into Cyprus: A- 


mong{ all rh:ſeproje&s contrived in his braine, 
one day whzn Orſames was a hunting,he addreft 
hinidelf: to Narciſſes parcicularly, intending a 
little to feele his inclinations, or rather I may ſay, 
to perivade his judgement, contrary to the very 
maxims ofhis heart, where in a moſt familiar way 
he uſed this kind of diſcourſe unto him : |

ſome time longer, to pu: off their journey to the 
Hand of Cyprus , which ſeemed much to comply 
with the contrived defigne of Phzlos , for their 
furprizall at Sea by the Lydian fleet , ſince for 
fome dayes Narciſſus not onely kept bis chamber 
bat his bed , which however afforded him many 
viſices., from all the youthtull.

ſoile, which would be occafioned by ſuch omilli- 
on : To this worke of induſtry belonged certaine 
triumphes , that had beene time out of minde 
inſtituted, by the ancient Kings that governed the 
people, which cuftome , as the inhabitants Oy a 
cercaine kinde of ſuperſtition in their difpoſiti- 
ons) every yeare _—_ religiouſly obſerved, as be- 
lieving in ſome ſort their wealth would increaſe 
with their devotion; ſo Orſames himſelfe, where- 
by the better, to retaine the affeftions of his new 
conquered SubjeRts of that Nation , was perſwa- 
ded not onely to be preſent ar thoſe ſports in per- 
ſon , but P-i/>s thinking it alſo a moſt opportune 
occaſion ro demonſtrate his Uncles greatneſſe, re- 
ſolved to entertaine that night , the whole coam- 
pany of Princes at Memphiszin a moſt magnificent 
manner, though his chiefe intentions were to ſee, 
whether he could bythat meanes,the ſooner gr 
joyne the affe&tions of Cloria, to whoſe honour He + 
leemed to conſecrate- his feaſt, whereby more 
particularly to beſtow the loves both of her ſelt & 
Narciſſus, upon him and Artemeſia, by reaſon ofa 
certaine kinde of luſtre, domineering as might be 
thought more in their family,thenany others viſi- 
ble in Aſie , in regard of Philoſtros intimacy and,

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thoughts, grounded onely 11 injon and his 
Form anicien , When 2 he vertmdus loves be- 
tween Cl1ria and Narciſſs, were eftabliſhed upon 
diamond rocks, not to be ſhaken by any blaſts of 
greatneſſe or fortune. | 
When the day came for this migthy ceremony 
(the people being afſembl=d upon the banks of 
the River) the whole atternone was ſpent, in the 
taking and deſtroying of Crocodiles, which with 
certaine baired hookes of Tron, were by their huge 
bodies drawne out of the water, to the no ſmall 
atuazement'6f thoſe ſtrangers, that had never ſeen? 
the like before : The young men alfo of the Town 
in new- Barges made for that p:rpoſe, offered 
many delighttoll ports, in a kinde of ararall t4- 
umph before the C:{tle ; where alſo was the great 
Cefterne which hach beene formerly mentioned in 
taking the Fort, marking out to the Inhabitants 
the riſe and fall of the River, by which conjefture 
the fertility and ſcarcity of the yeares appeare : 
* This Czſterne they not onely adorned with many 
Garlands' and preparations -for firz-workes , but 
Roxana's red that had beene ſo great an ator 
in the ſurprizall of the Caſtle z was upon an open 
Theatre preſented to the view of the people, caſt- 
ing our to their expeRtations Orſames bounty : 
all which notwithſtanding were deſigned, torno 
other then preparatives for the nights ceremonies, 
- At what time Ph1bss, according to the circum« 
ſtance ofhis invitation, condatted the Princeſ]: 
Clorig to his lodgings, in fall oppoſition to the 
other Caſtle, with he reſt of the Nobk company 
then remaining at Mempbis ;' and however Nav 


ciſſi Us 
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ciſſus tele ſome incommodation,in regard of the 
wound he had ſo lately received, without any 
great 077m was perſwaded by Phils to 
be of the ſame ſociety ; it being in ſome ſort 
alſo intended for his entertainment , that hee 
might not onely be an eye-witnefſe of the glory 
of Philoftros family , but ( as the ſequel} will tc- 
Rific) have a view of his intended Miftreſſe 4r- 
temeſia Philos ſiſter , having never dutfing his 
abode at Memphis beheld her perſon , though 
for what reaſon,was not known by any. 

The room that was defigned for the Feaſt 
was p:rfe&tly Orall, crowned on the top with a 
brave Cnpelo, according to the antick Ag yp- 
tian manner, adorned almoſt all over, with 
ancient Hieroglyphicks in Moſaick worke : the 
Gallerizs of each fide for the commodity of Mun 
ſick, were wrought into ſeverall intricate knots 
of gilded braſſe , intermixt with other coloure 
for the more beauty of the eye: the rable it ſelfe 
alſo anſwered exattly to the ovall proportion 
of the room , leaving a convenicng ſpace from 
the wall, for the commodity of neceffary atten- 
dants: it was in the middle hoflowed in alarpe 
meaſure , to take off a part of itsbredth, the 
company onely being appointed to fit, without 
any oppofition to on2 another: however in that 
ſeeming vacancy of the board, was eref&ed from 
the ground a moſt ſtately fountaine (that at leaſt 
reached halte way to theupp?r part of the ſce- 
ling) where appeared', the goddefſ: Diana and 
ber Nymphs bathing themſelves, cut out in moſt 
excellent white Marble, which being alſo inter-

day and night ,- when the banks of Nils were 
to be opened, to let in the water over the Coun» 
contined caſting their cycs 
about at -ſeverall varieties ( the Muſick in the 
intevim , meeting with the concavity of the fa» 
brick , to the beſt advantage to the care) whilſt 
of a ſadden,there flew op:n a two-leaved doore 
that direted its profpett.,. through a large and 
long Gallery into another room,at the upper Gar 
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of which appeared a Lady fitting on a Throne*; 
however at ſuch a diſtance that her countenance 
could not be _ diſtinguiſhed : bne being 
ſoon condufted by Philos towards the place, the 
was quickly diſcovered by his information , to 
be his ſiſter the moſt faire Artemeſia; at leaſtwiſe 
ſo efteemed in her own _—_— : and truly was 
ſo in effeR, if her minde had in every kinde been 
anſwerable to her body , fince any way wanting, 
the inward beauty, ſome defe@ of neceſſiry muſt 
be in the whole ;_ and ſo conſequently not moſt 
faire : [Ipon their approach, they found her ir- 
compaſſed by many Negro ſlaves, who with 
huge Fanns, in their hands, appeared 'to give 
her breath-and refreſhment : but why onely ſo 
accompanied, could not well be imagined , un- 
leſſe it were by the blacknefſe; of her attendants, 
the berter to fet forth her own beauty in the 
apprehenſion of the ſpeftators : when they cawe 
at ſomething a nezrer diſtance ( forbetore ſhe 
would not ſeem toriſe) in a certain kind of 
car<leſſ poſture,ſh2 deſcended from her Throne, 
whilſt the lovely Princeſſe Cloria, (with another 
kind of quicknefſ? in her-carriage , made up be+

Neverthelefſe Arte- 
meſia met her with ſuch a countenance, as if ſhe

ever at laſt Artemeſia gave Cloria the better hand, 
though with that demeanour , that did more 
divulge her inſolency » then {hew her j - 
ment to all the aſſzmbly.;_ bur ſelt-opinion,when 
on:ly governed by an imperious ſoule , accom- 
panied with paſſion and proſpericy, can haye no 
other cure, but eicher, by deftration in eftet, or 
contrary fortunes in; poſſ:ſſion-: burall this, as ic 
ſhould {cem ,- was to gaine a heart from, poore 
Narciſſus, that was arcady captivated by - wa 
ger influence 3-who, thpugh he had nnderſtood 
her meaning , hee,could not have been' brought 
from ſacrificing to veitus and goodneſle , to 
have | committed idolatry 'before 'a painted 
images -whercin. was- contained ,_ as might be 
thought, nothing but pride and vanity.” To be 
{hort, theſe ridiculous paſſages 'in a-ceremonious 
march-,. condugted them to. take their places. 
The feaſt ir ſelfe did yot 'exceed morein ſimp- 
tuous magnificence y then in exquiſite curioſity ; 
froins ſeemed rather all growing upon 
naturall Tres, ther conveyed to their taſte by 
induſtry 3- whilſt birgs of all ſorts in the interim 
flew about the room,, warbling forth: ſach va» 
riety of notes , to entefitdin-the conpany , as if 
they had! been taught their $ill by: ;<xcePent 
maſters. ' And. the mors admirable it; was, in 
regard the clarity of theplace, by xeaſorrof ay

ſufficient , to judge'of their-valours (which madg 
her really in her own thoughts, fatisfaftory con- 
tented, with what ſhee hath already ſeene in ſome 
States, and was 30. pre mens unto in her fathers 
Kingdome ) ſo ſhould ſhee ever hold it , buta fit- 
ting obligation belonging to her duty, firſt by her 
perſonall preſence in the Iland of Cyprus , to ens 
yp after her mothers pleaſure , and then to be 
ſolately direCed by her will , cither to -waite - 
upon her into Syrza, or to any other region where 
ſhee ſhould command z which alſo was delivered, 
with {-ch a kind of vermillion blaſb;.as very well 
demonſtrated, that rather anger then neſſe, 
exatted from her that beautitull TinCture ; Phzlos 
ſcarce exp2&ed' from her reply ſuch an anſwer ; 
yet putting on in his co:mntenance, a certaine cons» 
fident ſmile, made up berweene diſpleaſure, and 
the opinion he might have of th Princeſſ want 
of experience and breeding, to deale with him in 
diſcourſe, continuing ſtill notwithſtanding his 
intention to mixe ſome flattery with his words,

Cloria having formerly heard: by diſcourſes fram 
the Qiieene and others, that Ph3loftros, Philos Un- 
cle , was not onely a maine obſtrafter-of her Fa- 
thers deſignes, but was alſo abſolutely againſt her 
Mothers comming into Syr:azConld not fofbeare, 
but plainly to tell him her thoughts in thac parti- 
cular, with ſome teares in her eyes, .as if her a 
henſions anew, began to work towarls the Mir 
of Evarchus her Father -in Lydia : infomuch as 
he might caſily perceive, there reſted in her mind 


(notw itbſtanding other diverſions) certaine dif-

ther giving her countenance or reception; though 
prongs principally (as it was conceived) upon 
is ſpleene, that Anax:a the old Queene of Syria, 
had been fo nobly entertained in Lyd:a, having 
been baniſhed from her Sons Court, onely by his 
power and greatnefſe : what the ſe quell of theſe 
diſcourſes would have produced , cannut well be 
imagined, for tha diverſe of the company, being 
already ſufficiently qeswi beholding the fire- 
werkes, were retired into that part of the roome, 
where Cloria and Phzlos were diſcourling , which 
for that time not onely ended the diſpute , but 
tooke off all occaſion to begin anew; neicher in» 
deed was there any commodity at all for it, ſince 
the whole afſembly one with another, fell into 
diverſity of pleaſant communications , which in 
trach was a great deale more proper for the ſeaſon 
then thoſe of another nature, that had happened 
from Cloria onely by accident ; tho:igh of the o- 
ther tide, they might be occafioned by reaſon of 
Phlos paſſions and underhand defignes : however 
the company continued , confuſedly mixt both in 
perſons and language,until they were invited into 
another roome , to taſte the delicacies ' of a Bar 
ket,provided for their nights refreſhment, that ap-= 
peared not more curious'then magnificent , as it 
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the reallity of what, was againe unpoſltble tq be 
parallePd by any other Nation': it-might be cſteey 
med an impertinent vanity, to dwell here againe 
upon — fince not onely by what bath 
beene already aid, the reſt in part may be imagi- 
ned 3 but the time of the night alſo calling the 
company to their reſt, may very well give a full 
riod toPhib5; ſumptuous entertainement,thongh 
mm them according to his expefation he tqund 
not his-wiſhes ſatisfied, neither in his own violent 
affeQions to Cloria , nor his lifters prepoſterous 
paſſions concerning Narciſſus : which was the oc- 
cafton,that being retired into his private chamber, 
inſtcad of flcepe , he became incumbred with dis 

ycriity of troubleſome thoughts. 
Phzbss as I ſay, being withdrawne into his own 
ſolitary lodgings ( in imitation of the reſt ot the 
company to the outward view, though not tothe 
ſame intention, according to his inward diſtur- 
bances ) began more ſeriouſly to refleX upon his 
urpoſes , —— not _ the [7 he 
had made in them , but the iflues conſequently 
were? probably to fullow ; To this effe&t in the 
firſt he he tound, it was unpoſſible to remove 
the ſctled affz&ions betweene the- young lovers 
Cloria and Narciſſus , as well by their manner of 
diſcourſes he had made to them bark, in the com- 
mendation of the Syrian excellencies, as by divers 
other reaſons and circumſtances, that he had obs 
ferved in either ; which made him believe, as the 
combinations he had made with the Ambaſſador, 
would prove to little effe&to his benefir, ſo would 
they be of moſt deſperate concernments to uw 
| Weert 
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Giveet and innocent creatures : next he laid before: 
his remembrance, nac onely the gallant bravery of 
Narciſſus perſon , tn many attempts he had nude 
ac the tiege upon the A ow » having withall 
in a manner ſaved the RE of his Uncle Philoftros 
in the fight , as another time his owne from the 
fury of the Lioxybut alſo more particularly he res 
fleted upon the courteous diſpoſition of the Prins 
' cefſe Cloria, notwithſtanding her di yy and 
quality , accompanied with her excellent beauty 
and rare perfeQians, not. to be equalled give in 
all Aſs ; Laſtly, he conſidered with ſome horror, 
what a world of inconyenience his family had 
brought, upon Evarchus and his Kingdome of 
Lydia, not onely at the firlt, by ſtirring up of the 
ungratefull Myſſiaxs , to contend with him , bug 
alſo in diſcountenancing of Hiacyntbis the(Q:1eeny 
in her ſolicitations with Orſawes her brather for 
her husbands incereft z however there ſeemed tq 
appeare no other reaſon for theſe latter evils, 
but that Anaxre the old Quzene of Syria (bei 
in disfayour with Philojtros ) had beene recei 
by the Court of Lydie , with ſome more then.ary 
dinary aff-Ction and ceremony. Theſe confides 
rations after a long debate privately in his ewne 
boſome, made him at laſt utter this language t - ; 

O Heavens, ſaid he,with what a Torrent of ime 
pious madneſſe , are mortals carried on in their 
courſes, when they Rteere their actions onely by 
ambition , and fill the (ailes of their intentions 
with nathing bnt violence and pride ? O wiſe mor 
deration that ſhould temper the heaxe of all ous 
paſſions , and make us racher good then paliticke,

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to what region art thou flowne, to ſeeke vertue 
and quiet ? what if our endeayours; could attaine

the buſinefſe in it ſelfe was not of any wicked na- 
ture, in regard of the intereft of Crownes and 
Kingdomes ( that ſeemed to —_— 
and maximes , above all morality religion) 
ſo was it unpoſlible for him , (fince the Ambaſſ

ftaine her loſks ; is. were in a manner not be- 
lieving , ' that it was poſlible for people to be 
ſo wicked, and the gods ſtill to continue entire! 
patient. Theſe are the attributes, (if not mk 
more) that all indifferent tongues and pens muſt 
give her. And the Syrians in the generall, were 
oath to ſend away out of their own poſſeſſion, 
ſach perfe&ions into another Countrey ,. which 
they eſteemed tarre leflz worthy then their own 
or rather, that ſhe acc ied with thoſe ex- 
cellencies, ſhould be loſt from their ſociety 'and 
| ion; which I muft confefſe.z made her 
ana o_ to be likened to a rich ena- 
caſe, all pM over with Diamonds , and 
other precious ſtones 3 that notwithſtanding 
within, contained a pifture- that was not to be 
valued by any cſtimation: onely ſome'ſympathy 
remained by a divine determination between 
the two lovers; for as ſh: was pleaſed by her 
very eleftion, to paralel with her Like Narciſſus, 
ſo he could love no other ever , but excellent 
Cloria, | 
In this re, I ſay, when They came to the 
ſea fide, ( in the interim the way eading Cloria 
by the hand ) the fweer Princefſe , with a few 
beautifull teares in her faire eyes ( being, as it 
were, loath to depart, though ſhe defired no- 
thing more chen to be gone) tell down preſently 
upon 
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pon her.knees, with a certain gentle intermix- 
ture of griefe,made up between ſorrow and baſh-, 
fulneſs:which however it for ſome ſpace hindred 
her expreſſions, yet at laſt ſhe took her leave of 
her great LIncle, in theſe words ; May all the 
gods ſend you Sir,faid ſhe,both victory in warre, 
and proſperity in peace , untill the very world 
' grow old with your fame : bur the King quickly 
topt her, imprecations , by two or three loving 
kifſes, imprinted upon her faire lips; which kept 
in the other part of her diſcourſe. Whilſt Nar- 
ciſſus in another place , with a ſmiling counte- 
nance (as it were beſieged by multitudes of em- 
bracements ) diſpatched his complements as faſt 
as he could , fince he imagined , they gave his 
thoughts ſcarce any ,thing but trouble _ 
diment, in that already all his wiſhes and 3 
were dire&ed to another region, which ſeemed 
more violently to carry his ambition , then the 
Southerne windes that attended at preſent to, 
drive them out of the haven : onely be appeared 
yet ſomething unſatisfied , when he remembred 
that his love was to be tranſported in one ſhip, 
and he in another, by the rigid rules of honour 
belonging to the Syria» Nation. When 
had been conveyed (after all their complements 
by many of the Nobility, into the gallant vefſcls, 
that lay ſome diſtance from the ſhore, the Trum- 
s of cither ſide ſounded their departare , as 
if mT intended ip ſummon oy gods a. wow 
a bleſſing upon the voyage : when preſently t 
ſailes being difplaied mm the hw and co- 
Jours kt fly to the beſt-advinage , they gra 
to 
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inco th-'d&ep2, where Neptune againe' ſeerned 
rot wilſing to take their proteAion,ſtrice fearce 
4 wav2 moved other th-n gently , to give them 
any manner of diftirbarice. 

This in a kind of a certain ſippoſtd tranquil 
Hry ( byreaſon of the calm J- they failed for at 
teaft rw:lve houres , as it' were playirig with the 
winds , and contemplating the waters; and the 
more pleaſant and ſatisfafory it was , in-vegard 
of the ſza-mens ſometimes caſting out the#r nets, 
to catch fiſh, for the delight of the Princeſs, and 
the reft of hzr attendants. | | 
© Whilft the com imployed their thouchry 
with chefe entertainments, the Marriners began 
to feare a.change of the weather 3 as well for thar 
many Dolphins appeared oftentimes to ſh-w 
themfelves above the wayes. ( an Mmdubitable 
fign2 eſteemed of a ſtorm ) as alſo for that the 
wind of & ſ.1dd:n had altered its flation a great 
d-ale more Eaftward , which as they perceived 
divert:d rhzit conrſe from the Iſland of Cyprus 
and carri:d them direftly towards Crete" : the 
othzr ſhip in the interim , where Narciſſus wass 
ſ:emed to bz at ſome diſtance, having got the 
ffart of th:m, by reaſon of thofe ſports the Mar- 
rinzrs had preſented ta rhe chceſis. 

N:ichzr were their jons Tong deceived, 
for preſently they might obſerve, not" onely 
certaiu blaex clouds ro unite rogerher ſirddenty 
in the Exſt, but th: winds began already ro blu- 
ſtzr, with ſomething an open mouth. As this 
warhzd the. Princeſs Cloiz to retire into her 


own Cabinet, ſo the Marfiners bufily imployed 
s | theme 
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themſelves , to puttheir ſhip in a' poſture againſt 
all accidents; bing the more precipitate in their 


' Intention ; for that it wanted not nach above 


an hower to night. _ | | 
The: ftorm increaſing , Cloria withiri a thort 
time, not being able longer to brooke the tofling 
and rolling of the ſeas, caſt her ſelfe down upon 
her bed, to take off; as ſhe imaginedgthe diſtzm- 
pers and incommodiries of her indifpofition; in 
which poſture notwirhſtanding , her fancy pro- 
ved as well difturbed as her y z fince Koch 
the cracks of thunder, with the uncouth whiſt- 
ling of the windes in the night ſeaſon; became 
a great deale more unpleaſant to her apprehens 
fion. However ſh: was tizd to thoſe obſervan- 
ces, untill it ſhould pleaſe che gods, cither to 
calnie the ſeas, or put them in more ſecurity z 
Bat it ſhould ſeemrneither her prayers j nor her 
companies wiſhes,: were able at all to pruen 
with the divin2 powers, ſo farre as to make them 
in opinion confident of their own ſaferies. Unrill 
at laſt it -was necefary,not onely to take down 
all the chiefe Tacklings belonging to the ſhip, 
but alſo the main Maſt ir ſelfe :- defiring they 
might rather,commir. their fortanzs and preſer- 
vation to the mercy of the ſeas , th:zhi any more 
rely the windes curtehie and gentlenefl>; 
fince they could not caſt in their Ankors to any 
cffe&, by reaſon the water was ſo-deep, and their 
Cables (as they knew) not ſtrong enongh,ro ſu- 
ſtaine the force of the tempeſt ;. which ſeemed 
rather to increaſe in violence, thewto give theas 
hopes of abatement--:// C y 
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In this danger and perplexity-they continued 
many: hos , the gallane.vefzll all the while 
being toſt. from on? billow to another, as if the 
wav<s intznded to ſh:w to the heavens by their 
lofty motion, how much they diſdain2d”and 
ſcorned any controle ; whilſt the ſhip notwith- 
ſtanding with a brave kind of fortitude,ſeemed 
{i1] ro contend again the rudenefſe. of their 
malice z in ſomuch as ( however b:ing rather 
deſperately waunded , then abſolutely - over- 
cone ) ſh: made her way through the ſcas with 
incredible celerityg in regard'of the ſtrength and 
highneſT: of the wind, though ſhe wanted both 
her Sailzs and Maſts : but the Pilots not being 
able to inform themſelves, which way ſhe ſteered 
her courſ:, by reaſon athick miſt, had over- 
cloaded th ſaperficies of the water , were » 
again into nzw doabts, Ic they might tall 
upon ſome rocks to their raine, though there 
was no remedy ; tor as all was to be left to the 
hazzard- of the ſ:as , ſo rheir truſt in ſupernatu- 
rall mercics, was to be their chizfe comfort : 
notwithſtanding this more then deſperate dan- 
gcr, poore Cloria ſeemed in her inward thoughts, 
to be more ſolicitous for Narciſſus ſafety , then 
for her own preſervation ; as it wer2 invocating 
privately the pure- heavens to that purpoſe, 
whilſt thz rt of the company ſent our their 
prayers alſo to the gods in theirown behaltes. 

It was about noon the next day before the 
windes abatzd , when the. Marriners informed

As I faid betore,after the Kings of Ly4ia by ma- 
ny defeats given to ſonre of the principall of the 
Nobilityy that eſteemed themſelves Princes in Au- 
thority and command, ifnot in Titles and right, 
had ſecled-an abſolute Moyarchy in the I{land , by 
degrees,the people: were brought into a kind of 
{laviſh condition, fince they conceived, they were 
fieter to be made obey then to command, not one- 
ly in regard of their lack of knowledge,and con- 
{fancy in the genzrall, but alſo for that the gover- 
gours perceived, that. however they wanted ſafh- 
etent induſtry to mannage the Councells, as well 
as their lawes in their own Countrey , yet they 
had ſpight enough againſt the: juriſdiftion of 
&rangers: It was ſufficient they did not affe&t o= 
ther Nations, and therefore could not love the 
Eydians , infomuch as notwithſtanding the appa- 
rant benefit they found, ' by-praftiling and afing 
the Lydian ciftomes, in many things concerning 
the ſowing of! Corne ' and the like, they rather 
choſe to undergoe. the penalty, for their not put= 
ting them in exzcation , then they would in any 
kind-ſubje&:themiclves , to: thoſe laudable and 
profitable obſeryacions ;/ as) if-their prid> appea- 
red (utticiently fatisfidzin not ow bps, to 
folldix that which certainly was the beſt for no 
reafon bur that it was preſcribed them ; however 
Laſt fay,thh Noble men'in the generall,were not * 
anely-for the moſt part very much civillized, bur:

the perſorfgfthe Kings in Lydia, hotwith 


ding their continuall induſtry, ta doe their Prin» 


ces ſervice, were. looked-upon with'no'eyes of fa» 
vour and grace, by reaſon of this unpohſhed am- 
bition' of thoſe Lords, that-ftill addifted them» 
felvesto/ the old Cretan manners; as it; were lo- 


,ving it for no other, cauſe , but that it-ſeemed to 


thwart and contradiftthe Lydzan cuſtomes: This 
pride indiſcreetly executed;at the firſt 1 ſay,creay 
ted jealouſies in our Princes, which againe retury 
ned hatred to us 3; wherefore, as the wiſedome of 


councellours, thinking to provide agaiuſt rehelli- 


ons , would never make choiſe of any of the ta»

extraordinary breaches : but exp-rience quickly 
made them ce, ſhe not-onely intended, but pro» 
ſecuted her intentions with all yigour : for as 
ſhee abſokuely aboliſhed within a fhort 
rhe rr em of Delphos ont of het Kingdoms, 
ſo did ſhe within a while after,give the King of 
Zg,ypt ſuch overthrows by ſeagthat ſcarce could 
he in many yeers recover his loſſes. In the —_— 
whilſt theſe contentionswere afting,withno fi 
violence of all fides, to the contentment (if nor 
amazement)of many other Princes, that eftcemet 
the differences a kind of ſafety to themſelves. The 
unwiſe I{land of Creete, believing they mighe a= 
gain recover,cither all or ſome part of their lo 
priviledges,(pretending they were -obſtrufted in 
their religion)not long after entred mto re> 
bellion. To tell you, that the maine motives of 
their rifings, proceeded from the. inftigations'of 
Mgypt and Delphos, is not an improbable con» 
jefure 3 fince as the one in a ceremonious afſem+ 
ly of Flamins, declared the Queen an accurſed 
enemy to his rights and jurifdiftion, ſo did the 
other ſend Forces into Creet , to ftrengthen the 
people in their pretentions; which however theſe 
ancegſcemed not ro prevaile entirely againſt 
the Queens governours inthe Iſland , yet appa» 
rently they procured her officers, fo many di- 
ſturbances from time to time , that however ſhee 
neither failed then with fupplies,or was wanting 
ro them in counſels, yer for many yeeres together, 
the rebels kept a confiderablBody in the field, 
in deſpight of all the Queens forces. 


* In this manner theſe contentions comtinued

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many yeeres; for as the Queen ſeemed with ma- 
Jeſtick ſplecne, to be enflamed with her ſubjefts 
diſobedience, ſo were her ſabjedts-in their rage 
animated by meſſengers ſent from De!phos , to 
= chem alwaies in minde of their religious ob- 
igations: whereunto being add:d their hate to 
the Lydian government, and the confidence they 
had of Zeypts afliftance, they ſeemed often= 
times to have received a new ſpirit of valour, 
contrary to their ?nature and cuſtome z however 
for the moſt part, they rather made uſe of their 
ſubtilcy, in ſending our ſmall parties to circum- 
vent and entrap the enemy , then being willing 
at any time to hazard in the field a main battell, 
to decide the controverſi2; which was the r:aſon 
he warre was ſo long prolonged , with ſeverall 
—_ of — ware as the _ had 
ce advantage, 0 nowing the country, 
amo man 4 _ bon , had the Coients 
great. deale: the better in their condutt and reſo- 
lation : but which way ſoever bufineſſes went, as 
the rebels were condutted by a Noblemian of the 
Nation, whoſe family and name was as great 
amongſt the peopleas his ſpleen and courage was 
againſt the MR » ſobecame the State of Lydiz 
exceeding weary of the warrie ; being moſt cer- 
tainz, the money disburſed in the contention, 
would never by any conqueſt ſhe could make of 
the Iſland, be again repayd into her coffers : 
wherefore, after ſomedeliberation it was reſol- 
ved, to ſend over principall Favourite of the 
Queens, whereby to put the ſooner an cnd by his 
authority and fidelity , to thoſe ty 
; | y 
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bloudy diff-rences, thatnor onely deſtroyed her 
people in the Iſland of Creete,but diſquieted her 
own government in the Kingdome of Lydia : and 
the rather was it ſo determined, for that ſhe had 
been perſwaded , that the ſouldiers of her army 
in this I{land, lengthned the warre on parpoſc, 
for their cwn benefit and command': knowing, 
when that ſhould be once abſolucely finiſh:d, 
thzir eſtzzme at court , would fall with their 
want of imployment in the field: but contrary to 
her expeftation, this favourite cf hers having 
more ambition then foreſight, (fince he was ſenr 
away onely by his enemies, to ſeparate him trom 
the Q1cenes perſon ) as alſo being more vain- 
glorious in his thoughts, then experienced in his 
yeeres ( and ſo conſequently not having much 
Cadiatdne either of the Countrey,or the enemy) 
after a moſt vaſt expence of money, and nothing} 
in a manner ated againſt the Rebels » heretur- 
ned again into Lydia, with diſgrace and diſho- 
nourz. Which at laſt by reaſon of his ſabtill ad- 
verſaries praftices, that undermined him in the 
Q1cens favour, he loſt his head upon a ſcaffold, 
by the common Ex:cutioner 3; in whoſe place 
notwithſtanding, ſich a brave perſonage was 
ſent, that in a very ſhort ſpace , reduced the Re- 
bels to ſo much neceſlary reaſon, both in their 
perſons and offtates, that they offered quietly to 
ſubmit to mercy, without either condicron or 
contention. This being entertained , and the 
p-ople ready in all places to lay down armes, the 
Qi1cen her ſelte ſuddenly changes her own habi- 
tation here , for @ mor: laſting .one in —_— 
world ; 
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world ; that made all things at a ſtand for a time. 
Bat as Evarchus father met with no oppoſition, 
in that poſſeſſion that belonged unto him with 
ſo much juſtice, ſoupon his firſt entrance into 
Lydia , hee was preſented with an abſelate ſub- 
miſkon, not onely of th2 great Noblemen of onr 
Hand, that had Ge many yeeres contended with 
th: Qieen, but alſo of all his party, that were 
nzither few in 11mber, or pnurious in fortanes. 
Neverthelefſ:, although this King was merciful 
enough in his diſpoſition, as well to pardon all 
faults, as to forget former diſaff:&ions , yet the 
hungry Miffians his naturall countreymen, 
ceiving that the forteitures of the Iſland of Creete, 
by r:aſon of the late rebzHions, were not of va- 

lew, to be'returned back again to the owners, 

without ſome profits made thereby ; and finding 

the ſcitnation and fertility of the countrey able 

to make fall reparation to their greedy ſtomacks, 
for the defefts and ſtzrility of their own habita- 

tions, not onsly perſwaded thPKing , that his 

att of mercy would prove of dangerous conſe- 

quence to rebellious diſpoſitions hereafter , but 
obtain:d at his hands,ſo many grants of poſſeſſi- 

on in this Ifland , thar gave ow ſufficient con- 
veniency and authority,to tranſport a great part 
of their own p:ople hither, where b:ing eftabli- 
ſh:d after a while with peace andiſecurity , by 
their induſtry, joyned together with their power, 
they ſoon outed moſt of the inhabitants of their 
eſtates; and ar laſt took from all in generall both 
their liberty and religion ; in ſomuch as many 
anciemc familicswere cicher rarned a peaging is 
| their 
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their own Countrey, or forced to ſeck. ſervile 
offices in other parts, for ſubſiſtance. This, 3 
muſt ſay,is the common allegation of the nativesl 
and in part true, although I muſt confeſſe much 
of their miſeries proceeded from their lazy diſpo- 
ſitions ( as I have formerly ſaid) that would not 
permit them, to equall other Nations in painfull

ded by Polizex, wn this Iland of Creete 3 wherefore 
orders were preſently ſent to disband the Troops; 
but in ſome ſort nevertheleſſe to give them ſaciſ- 
faftion , leſt they might prove dangerous and 
troubleſome to the government , gave them 
what wow 4 they pleaſed, to contratt with other 
Princes , for their future entertainment in ſonze 
forraigne warres. However the Myſians, when 
they perceived the ſouldiers were thus by bargain 
to - tranſported ; . either fcaring their returne in 
a body totheir prejudice , or rather (I may ſay) 
envying all tclicicy of theirs, ; made earneſt {tit to 
the Senate of Lydia, (with wha then they held 
a moſt intimate grotto ) not to ſuffer 
them to go2 out. of the Kingdame. - As theſe per= 
fwalions prevailed , before the. conſideration of 
the coatrat made for their tranſportatian, ſa the 
people of this Ifland z being not onely inflamed 
with theſe injurioys proceedings , as they eftee- 
med them, but alſo fearing ap utter extirpation 

of the whole Nation, by reaſon of the malice and 

praftices of the Myſians, of a ſydden (having cn- 
tred before into many conſultations amongſt

could they not chaſe but grieve to ſee a Youth of 
his naturall per{c&ions , untimely brougheto his 
deſtruftion, by the cr.:elty of a wicked Tyrant : 
Bur in the meane time poore Br:ſania ſummoned 
to the ſpefacle by thenoyſe of the ſpeRtators, at 
the firſt ſight began to feele new paſſions in her 
gentle boſome, not ſo much of love as pitty, ſince

City, who hearing of the cruel captivity of his 
deere Miftreſſe by the wicked tyranny of Fridzus, 
had aſ&mbled all his f. iends to her reſcue, and 
by a neat ſtratagem , had happily brought about 
e defiene for her delivery, and her enemies pu- 
niſhment : Fridius ſufficiently apprehenſive ofthe 
guilt of his own Treaſon, ſtaid not todifpute the 
right of his cauſe with his vitorious rivall , bur 
preſently retired ander the ſafe proteCtion of the 
ſtrong Caſtle, where he ſuppoſed was a Garriſon 
able to contend, whilſtother ſuccars camg@his 
aſſiſtance z beſides he had Br:ſania in his power, 
by whoſe anthority and Title he imagined the 
betterto retaine the obedience of the People. Bur 
Saxamus intending neither to be ſlothtull in his 
love or hate, after he had given ſome orders for 
the ſurer obedience of the Towne, foon placed a 
formall fiege before the Fort where his Miſtreſſe 
was impriſoned , with ſo great a probability of 
prevailing that within ſome few ayes he recei- 
ved a Wcelfage from wicked Fridius, that if hedid 
not preſently retire himſelfe and his Troopes 
from before the Caſtle, he vow'd by all the 
gods that Briſania ſhould att the firit part in 
that Tragedy was intended :. And for the prea- 
ter aſſurance of 'his intention, he cauſed the

defired, bur rather gave Fridius the more liberty 
to be eruell , when he had no occaſion to feare ; _ 
And for any Promiſe he could make, it was to be. 
eſt like the reſt of his falſe ations : wherc+ 
fore he almoſt determined to-ſend away the Har- 
ralde with a threatning deniall, inſtead of a ſub» 
miſlive conſent. Bt then reflefting upon the aps 
prehentions of his deare love, who as he believed, 
would imagine that he efteemed much more a 
little honour then the ſaving of her life, it de» 
ſtroyed his former halfareſolution , and entered 
him againe into new and confuſed conſiderati- 
ons, which were loſt in his deſperate breaſt with 
diverſity of paſſions, untill caſting his ſad eyes to- 
ward the place where Briſania was, as a pure 
ſacrifice to be offered according to his imaginati-; 
on, who ſeemed in his apprchenfion already to 
accuſe him of unworthy love, that conld {6 long 
diſpate in his minge her preſervation ; of a ſud- 
den he might ſee one caſt headlong from the top 
of the Caſtle into the ditch 3 which too ſoon per 
ſwaded his beliefe that the wicked Tyrant had

th: Fort aſſured him not onely of the Ladics ſafe- 
ty, but alſo of the death of Fridins ; with this re- 
lation, that the Souldiers of the Fort, neither be» 
ing able to endure their Princeſſes captivity, nor 
the Tyrants cruelty, had by force rc(cucd their 
Miſtreſſe, and committed a ſaupreame Juſtice up» 
on his perſon 3 who now was {ent from Briſania 
to know what conditions the beliegers expeted 
both for her liberty and the Towne they had al» 


" ready conquered. But Saxanius would make 


no Articles at all with his Love, for after he had 
diſpoſed of his Troopes into ſeverall Quarters, be 
went to preſent himſelte a {lave to the taire Cap- 
tive hc had redeemed, where he intended to 
chaine his freedome for ever. However Caſſianus 
finding that he was not onely fallen into ſome

This _ intricacy gave curious defires to 
multitudes of people to be preſent at the wonder, 
{ince both the —_ were reſolved not to 
be foyled in their honour , ſcarce in their l-ves ; 
Wherefore they came into the Field armed, to 
ſupply the defe& of the old womans performance, 
according to her bold promiſe : but when they 
were prepared to have ended the difference by a 
blou y encounter. Rhena intreated them they 
would firſt repaire to the great Temple to ſacri- 
tice tothe immortall gods, where ſhe ſaid , {he 
mighe pum relate ſuch a ſtory, that would ſa- 

2 all their defires. This propoſition from the 
old woman, although it carried not with it much 
probabilicy of according the rivalls, their quar- 
rell being grounded upon a difference that knew 
not how to admit of any competition, whengra- 
titude it ſelte ſeemed to have no place in Caſſia- 
us diſpoſition, though he enjoyed his life by the 
fortunate favour of Saxanins z yet by the impor-

"When beautious — mn ſaid ſhe, the vertaous 
mother of Prince Caſſians here preſent, was con- 
ſtrained with her deare Husband, to flye from the 
Countrey of Meſopotamia by the prevailing power 
of Artaxes generall , in the way being great with 
child, ſhe was forced to retire to the houſe ofmy 
late Lord, Father to Briſania,whoſe wite was her 
necre kinſwoman, and at the ſame tine great alſo, 
where ſhe had not remained many dayes before 
ſh: was delivered of a faire daughter, as my Lady 
not long after ofanother, to the joy of the whole 
honſe : however, the gods eſtceming my Miſtreſſe 
too good for this life, took her ont of this world 
before ſhe had finiſhed the moneth of her child 
birth, to the unſpeakable ſadnefie both of her 


husband, and all her ſervants, leaving no ifſte to 


. Inherit her ſingular vertues but a daughter only, 


Elizana alſo being quickly called away by her 
own troubles , left herlittle infant unto my edu» 
cation, as my Lord alſo truſted me with his jewel: 
bur accidents and the warres in Armenia growing 
every day more hot then other, forthe better ſe- 
curity and quiet , I wasperfwaded with the two 
children, to retire to my own houſe , where we 
yemained for ſome yeares, they contentcd to be 
each others companion , asI happy to be. both 

= ſince they increaſed my $ 
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faſt in dayes and nights as in beauty and good- 
neſfſe ; but alaſſe the Fates were envious at our fe- 


'licity , and tooke one of them gur of the world, 


and with theſe words, the old woman wept with 
the remembrance of her deare loſſe , untill her 
many Teares running downe her aged checkes 
gave ſome interruption to her diſcourſe : but fin- 
ing hergriete was ſcarce ſcaſonable to _ 
fionate multitude , ſhe wiped her eyes, and th 
proceeded : When the yiolence of the warre ſaid 
ſhe became ſo qualified, that Parents had ſome lea- 
ſure to enjoy to comfort of their children, I pre- 
ſented my Lord with a beautifull daughter 3 
though for the other I had in charge, I deſired his 
favour to make my excuſe, fince it was not in m 
power to prevent the will of the gods, whic 
gave him ſo much ſatisfa&ion, that he perſwaded 
Elizana by letter to be content that had many 
more, which continued untill my Lady Briſania 
by his late death as you know became heire to all 
his poſſeſlions , though interrupted ſome time by 
wicked Fridius, and redeemed by valiant Saxa- 
#ius, to whom without a great deale of ingrati» 
tude ſhe cannot bur give her ſelfe, and all that ſhe 
hath, fince ſhe hath received it from his hands, At 
which words Caſſianus began to nuſter up within 
his breſt a multitude of paſſions, untill the old 
woman turning towards him told him, that pre- 
ſently ſhe would render him ſatisfied alſo: where» 
fore, after the p2ople were a little quizted in rheir 
confuſed murmur, the thus ended her ſtory : But 
now ſaid ſhe to unriddle this myſtery , and fully 
co performe my promiſe, I muſt let know, that

Cuſſianus arrivall , and be admitted into her 
chawber; whither Narciſſus followed him with 
greedy fteps to be a curious eye witneſke of his be- 
haviour : And when he ſaw CLria with a-gentle 
modeſty admit of her Couſins ſalutation, ſhe be- 
ingnot willing to give him any diſcontent, by 
reaſon of the old Flamine that was at his mercy, 
his colour began to.change in his face ; one while 
the beautifull red ſeemed to claime an intereſt 
in e, notwithſtanding all the prohibitions 
ofhis fweet Miſtreſſe: then againe the faire white 
had the prerogative, and pretended feare to Cle- 
rias commands ; ſo that in this manner they ne- 
yer left combating in his lovely countenance, 
_ he was rid of the occaſion of thoſe diſor- 
ers. 

Not many dayes after Caſſianus had performed 
his unwelcome vilit, fthe Senate belike jealous of 
the Princeſſ: ſafety, in regard the King her father 
had been ſtrangely reſcued from their powerby

rnicious command. But alafle, his vaine pa- 
ons were ſo farze from defending the Princeſle 
Cloria againſt tharWolence offered to her perſon, 
that he had not ſo much liberty as by one deare 
kifſe totake leave of her white hand,, amongſt che 
reſt ofher traine, who were admitted to that ſor- 
rowtfull honour : for the rigid guard finding by 
his diſtracted lookes, and extravagant words, that 
he had not paticnce enough in his breaſt, ro com- 
y ally wich their ſei commiſſion, 

| y dd him from his ordinary atten=- 
ce, before they diſpoſed ofthe reſt of the ſer= = 

vants. This accident ſoon retired Narciſſus into 
the neighbouring woods, there to complaine on» 
ly to Rocks and tones of the greatneſle of the 
Princefſe injury , and his owne misfortunes, in 
which place he remained in his wilde- paſſion, uns 
ell want offood and lodging, conſtrained him to 
turne his thoughts to conſider his/preſeatineceſli» 
ty, and to that purpoſe reſolved to ſeek ſome ha- 
bitation, where he might receive entertainement, 
untill be coald further diſpoſe of his determina» 
tions fince he foundtheſe truitlefle ſorrowes and 
diſtracted expreſions z neither caſed his griefe or 
ted his love. Wherefore after he had travel- 
three or foure dayes in the vaſt Forreſt , with 
ſach proviſion only as he could get in poore and 
ible Cottages, as he paſt through a thick 


fs 


maſick, that appeared alſo more confuſed, for 
that itwas at many periods accompanied with 
the loud acclamacions ot common people. As 
this ſeemed a ſtrange adventure to his imaginati- 
on, after ſach an abſolute Silence for ſo many 
dayes in his ſolitary - yy 6g A where dole- 
fall ecchoes appeared to have beene in a manner 
his only companions ; with the uncouth fall of 
waters from high and unacceſlible precipices ; 
ſo the un:xpefted newneſle againe of probability 
of hunzane converſation, pat on a little his defire 
to be curious , though ſcarce was he willing to 
allow himſelte any content at all, fince ſhe that 
was the delight of his ſoule, had been forcibly 
ſeparaced from his ſight ; neverthelefſe proſeau- 
ting his intention , he direfed his ſteps towards - 
the place where he heard the noyſe, through the 
intangJed Bryers, and almoſt impaflable buſhes, 
which ſufficiently moderated his haſte , and pro- 
trated his march, yet at laſt with much paine, he 
arrived neere the outſide of the wood , where he 
might perceive through the branches of the trees, 
in a ſpacious Plaine , a great many of Countrey 
people gathered about a little Altar, raiſed fix 
ſteps above the ground; at which ſtood an old 
Prieſt offering ſacrifice to the god Par, as appea- 
n_ his ſtatue placed upon certaine baſes com- 
poſed of rough ſtone, and with more unpoliſhed 
workmanſhip. This diſcovery invited Narciſſis 
to attend the ifſae with filence, and the rather tor

his devotions, the multitude ſuddenly took hands

ſport, wherein he ſeemed to have more then an 
ord intereſt, which made Narciſſus quickly

wholy to the confidence her goodnefie had me- 

rited in God mercies. This not onely brought 
her to a judgement-ſeat, prepared with ſome 
ontward circumſtances fit to entertaine her dig-

But ambitiongjealouſfic, 
and revenge, at laſt got the vitory over all her 
other vertues, by the malicious and crafty per- 
ſwaſions of Minerva's enemies 5 who. believed, 
they could not be ſafe as long as ſhe lived 3 fince 
it was probable, if ever the came to weare the 
Crown of Lydia, ſhe would alwaies be mindfull 
of their diſaffe&ions ; theſe reaſons procured 
the Queen underhand , to figne a warrant for 
Minerve's death, which by the Lawes of the 
Countrey could -not elſe be taken away by any 
power 3 and with this authority a meflenger 
preſently was ſent to the chief oiF-er of the Pro- 
vince , to give Minerve warning oft ner approa- 
ching doom. When the fad Princefle beheld 
this Lindy charafter written with the ro 
hand of herneereſt kinfwoman, it was a queſtion 
whether amazement or courage governed moſt

Velver ; where being ſet in her diſmall ' Chaire of 
State, ſhe told the ſpeRators, that as they muſt nor 
expett many words from her, ari'regard her fifter 
the Quetn' of Lydia was not preſents to whom ſhe 
would only have direfted a diſcourſe ; fo of the 
other ſide ,}ſhe ' witht them all to beare witneſle, 
that ſh: conſtantly expired in that religion ſhe e- 
ver profeſt to the world , for which ſh both did 
and was joyfull to ſhed her beſt bloud, which bes 
ing ſaid, by one and one ſhe took leave of her ſer» 
vants who being over preſt with griefe and teares 
were ſcarce able to performe their laſt though 
coriftrained duties to fit their glorious Miftreſſe 
for her execution ; And with another ſiveet ſmile / 
holding up her white bands to'the omni potent 
gods for mercy , not long after without the leaſt * 
unquiet motion, ſhe received that fatall troake 
that ſent her ſoule to an eternall habication. 
When this unexanpled Tragedy became fpread*

joyed alfo thoſe poſſeflions (I muſt needs fay ) 
with as much happinefſe (untill cheſe Taft ſires 
as it was poſlible tor mortality. to expect.

legs were faſtned certaine black buskins of lea- 
ther, with buckles ; berimes in the morning we 
iſſued out of the Town both on horſ-back , m

confefſe I durſt not overbouncifully offer them

cfle, notwithſtanding ſeemed to detaine me 
as 4 priſoner, yet 1 got leave for my ſervant ,: to 
be in/ fonie fort free in the camp; whereby to 
have the conveniency Gulprecended)co provide 
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ſome accommodation neceffary for the horſes, 
who in that office | porn his duty fo dili- 
gently, that I muft'rell you he was conſtrained 
all 'night to lie in the open field, without any 
whatſoever over his body, though in 


coverture 
truth it prbyed tobe a very tempefſtuous ſeaſon : 
in this manner we were perplexcd between feare 
and ſuffering , however I muſt confeſſe I little 
doubred- the Kings diſcovery ; not onely in re- 
ſpe& of his habit, but chat he had alſo ſhaved his 
beard in a moſt antick faſhion. In concluſion 
the good humour of the Generall the next day, 
or rather the Souldiers finding there was but lit- 
tle to be got from us, not onely diſcharged me 
from m erattendance, but gave a Paſſe for 
me and my ſervant to travell frecly to the City 
of Serdis, without any let or hindrance from 
any of their party 3 which proved to be of no 

cofnveniency unto us in all 
for although the ion onely mentioned 
that Town, where we leaſt intended to goe, yer 
as ſoon as | was onr of the camp, I ſo finely men- 
ded the writing with nay own pen , that I made 
it moſt aptly ſerve for every place and region 5 
in ſfomuch as by reafon thereof in our journey, 
we were neither letted nor troubled ro any pur- 
poſe , having a diſcharge preſently amongf} all 
mam.zr of Officers of theirs , hy 6 
duced the paper, when as without doubt other- 
wiſe we had been infallibly taken and impriſoned, 
fince thoſe parts where we travelled, were be- 
come extream ſuſpicious by order from the See 
natczin regard of the Declarations ofthe My fiann,

In this manner at laſt we arrived in the Myſj;an 
camp,and with a great ſatisfaftion (I muſt needs 
fay) to the Kings thoughts, however his reſo» 
lutions were not preſently to diſcover his perſon; 
ſo that retiring into a little Village not very farre 
from the Army , he ſentme' ( after I had taken 
ſome ſmall retreſhmentYto enquire for the Syrian 
Ambafladour, upon :whoſe ſcore he rather ſee- 
med to have put his undertaking this' dangerous 
adventure, then upon any abſolute confidence he 
could have in the Myſians fidelity, in regard that 
they had already ſo often deceived him with 
their faire promiſes and falſe ations ; it was my 

in complements to tell him as much, after 
| had made him acquainted with the Kings ar- 
rivall. As the Ambaſſadour appeared ſomewhat 
amazed at the newes, ſo did he not ſtick to affure 
me, that he knew his Majeſty would be received 
by the Army with all honour and ſafery , and 
cſently went along with me to finde him out. 
he King after ſome few civilicies , uſed this 
language to the Ambaſiador. 

Sir, ſaid hey as you now ſce *me in a poſture far 
blow my birth and dignity,ſo the gods, to let ns 
know we are but men, have for the preſent ſuj- 
ted my perſon according to my misfortunes, 
whereby to comply the better with my neceſli> 
ties; this I hope is ſufficient toſhew what a de- 
lire I have to put my ſelte into the hagds of my 
native 
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. native Countreymen :- if either the confiderati-« 


on of my paſt benefits,b:ftowed upon them in the _ 
generall,or any compaſſionate refle&tion upon my 
unfortunate ſtate, at the inſtant are motives cafe 
ficient to work upon humanity , 1 ſhall be ſafe 
here, and may be proſpzrous hereafter; where- 
fore , as I would not have them to worke upon 
ny miſcries for poor and contemptible gaine, ſo 
ſhall not I remember them any more of their for- 
mer ingratitude and diſobedience : but rather 
let us both unice in ſach a conſtant conjunttion, 
that as by their means 1 may come againe to be 
King, ſo will they ever by ſach an a&of kind- 
neſie oblige me to govern tor their benefit : they 
cannot but conſider with what little probability 
they can hope for any eſtabliſhment in Lydia, but 
by my means, when as already the Senate doth 
not onely diſvalue their ations and proceedings 
by moſt diſgracefull and contewptible ſpeeches 
but now that they, have brought (as they theve? 
their affaires to a proſperous ifſuc (whereby they 
have no more wa of their aſſiſtance, and ſo cons 
ſequently would be rid of the trouble) they nor 
onely diſpute with them the Titles and reaſons 
of their own intereſt , but even deny them rhe 
payment of their juſt due, for all thoſe ſervices 
they have performed for their advantages in 
Lydia. 

As the Ambaſſadour did not make any great 
reply tothe Kings diſcourſe, but in a few com- 
plements, concerning his own ſervices, ſo did he 
preſently condu him to his houſe for his better 
accommodation ; where hs gave preſens order 

| to 
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to have him furniſhed with apparell and other 
neceflaries, whilſt in the mterim (as it was ſup- 
poled ) he acquainted Lycizs the Generall , and 
the reſt of the- Officers of the Army, with his ar- | 
rivall. in the camp : After two or three daies + 
time the Ambaſſidour not onely expoſed the 
King ro the view of the people , bat delivered 
Him into the proteftion of the ſouldiers;z where 
however Lyczus and ſome of the principall of the 
Nobility, entertained his prefence with an extra- 
ordinary ontward humility ; yet neverthelefſe 
witch certain kind of fad and diftruftfull looks 
and countenances, they performed their duties 
and refpeQs in kifling his s, andufing other 
ceremonies , as if they were not any way privy, 
much lefſe conſenting to his journey ; the King, 
notwithſtanding he ſeemed norto take any no- 
rice of their aftions in publique, but of the con» 
trary gave teſtimonies of joy and gladnefſe, at 
th2 apprehenſion of his happy fortune; yet in 
rhe by many words and frghes , he 

is own Gabe and opinion concerning his fu- 
tire entertaintment ; therather, in regard t 
preſently ſeta ſtrit gard pon his perſon,thor 
pra. it to be done for'no other end but for 

is greater honour and ſalty : however his hopes 
became ſomething better ſatisfied, for thit they 
admitted freely to his converſations, not onely 
many of his houſhold ſervants that were come 
from Philadelphia, after the Town was furrens 
dered to Fxrezius , but ſome of thoſe Prieſts alſo 
of his owne fa&ion , that were under the jurif+ 
dition of the Flamins. Pe nr ono 
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In this manner the King remained for divers 
weeks, (_ his thoughts with ſuch recreas 
tions,as had been almoſt made cuſtomary to his 
nature, by 'continuall pratice from his infancy, 
which made nota few wonder, how he could 
fem pleaſed with ſuch triviall things in the 
height of his vexations and diſcontents. Again, 
ﬆ was ſpighttally laid to hischarge by his adver- 
faries, that he had no great prejudice in bei 
tumbled from his throne, when as he a w 
not to have —— enough to be ſutticient- 
ly ſenfible, of what conſequence the lofſe of a 
kingdome was : but probably either he had ſo 
much wiſdomeas to refle& upon the uncertainty 
of all worldly things with a right confiderations 
or was-cndued' with ſuch a ſu goodneſle in 
his diſpoſition, as perſwaded him to beare his 
afflitions with no ordinary temper and paci- 
fication. 

In the interim the -Myſians were nor idle, to 


play their game to the belt advantage, both with 


the Senate andthe King : for as of one fide they 
made the Scnate believe,they had a mind to difs 
pute the Kings injuries and ſufferings , both our 
of honour and Religion ; ſodid they alwaics tell 
the King, that he muſt give ſatisfa&ion: co'the 
demands of eicher Kingdome, ' before they could 
become inftramentall in his cftabliſhmentz which

many w' _— tion, the Senate arging'th 
delivering of the Kings perſon:into their pou - 
fion, out of righr and juſtice, in regard they had.

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Lydia, by their money z ſo that conſequently 
——— obliged with a punftuall decorun to 
obſerve th:ir commands in every thing : of the 
other {ide Enarchus party affirmed ; that he be- 
ing King of Myſt, as well as Lydia, the Myſians 


. ought to have as particular an intereſt in his per- 


ſonand preſervation, as the Senate of Lydia, in 
proſecution of which, they were to ſee hin again 
reſtored to his Crown and dignity, notwithitan- 
ding any deſire to the contrary : but whilſt theſe 
diſputations laſt:d, as I may ſay, with ſome ſee- 
ming bitterneſſe of either fide , which as *rwas 
thought, would inſtantly have cauſed a cruell 
and ds warre between both Nations , one 
Argilivus a Nobleman of Myſfia 'came ſuddenly 
from his own Countrey intothe Campe , who 
from the very. beginning of the ſtirs had been a 
main oppoſer ( by reaſon of his own covetouſ- 
nzflc and ambition) of the Kings intereſt in that 
Nation: intending thereby more na to 
fore all the affaires of that kingdome him- 
{lf : when he arrived he preſently went to the 
coanſell of the Army,where he made this oration 
unto them. 

. Gentlemen ſaid he, I underftand. you are now 
aſl:mbled about theſe conſultations, that may be» 
longto the Kings particular concernments ; part- 
ly proceeding from the earneſt ſolicitation of the 
SyrianAmbaſſador:and partly in regard Exarchus 
.3snow preſent amongſt you in the Camp : Inm 
inion it is more juſt and convenient, in the 
Placed look upon the gods warſhip: in the nexc 
to mind our own preſfervations; to this ein 
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my judgetnent _ to be confidered, why we 
took up Armes at all in the beginning to oppoſe 
our Prince,ifnow without any other condition 
wharſoever we ſhould lay them downe,and againe 
reſtore him to his ancient dignity without con= 
ditions ? I pray, remember we have made a ſo- 
lemne proteſtation to the gods, as of the other 
fide a confederation with our friends : and if we 
breake with both, no doubt bur heaven and earth 
will accuſe us as well of perjury as indiſcretions 
ſince we ſhould ſeem, neither to reverence ſacred 
things as we arebound, nor preſerve humane ob- 
ligations as we ought : may you not remember, 
we took from our King his power for no other 
reaſon, but becauſe we thought him norfitto 
raigne over us, accompanied with his ſtubborne 
and wilfull crimes ; and ſhall we preſently reſtore 
him to that State again? without amendm.nt ? 
are we not tyed by promiſes to the Senate of Ly- 
dia, fairhfally to performe their bulineſFs in theſe 
Warres , whilſt we are under their pay and ju- 
riſdition ? and ſhall we detaine the very obje& 
of their intentions againſt their minds, as a pro- 
tefted perſon by our Army , who was the onely 
booty they aymed at to purchaſe by our endea- 
vours ? O horrid injuſtice and more pernitious 
indiſcretion, fince in the one undoubtedly we 
exaſpzrate the gods anger, as in the other we ap- 
parantly endanger our own fſateries3 for asthey 
cannot but revenge , their own diſhonour in the 
higheſt fury of their wrath, in regard of our per- 
Jury, ſo juſtly may the ow of Lydia over-run 

orming thoſe condit- 
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ons we contratted for , before we entered their 
Countrey z which however may be a Warre of 
ſome wn Tx and diſpute 3 yet the effects 
nuſt needs be bloudy and expencefull ; whereas, 
if we go hand in hand with our friends, (I meane 
the great Senate at Sardis) we ſhall not only pre- 
ſerve ſach an amity , as probably will make both 
Nations happy, but for the preſent fill our coffers 
with ſufhcient oy; torender us in Myſia, equal 
ly rich with other Countries of Aſie: 

By releaſing the Kihg I ſay without their con» 
ſents , we give him only power and conveniency, 
inſtead of being manter > * on the benefitzto puniſh 
us for having been at the firſt the chict occcaftion, 
that made him at all ſtand in necd of ſuch a kind- 
neſſe: This diſpoſition of his hath bin ſufficiently 
experimented in his neceſſities, when as he wil not 
ſo farre gratifie us asto pitt the Flamins out of the 
Tentples : Theſe reaſons being conſidered I ſay, 
let us preſently diſpatch meſſzngers to the Senate 
of Lydia, with full power and commiſſion from 
this Army,not only to Treat of conditions,but to 
conclude with that Councell , concerning thoſe 
conditions and Articles which ſhall be thought 
fit to be offered to the King to confirme;either _ 
fore he be reſtored to his Crowne, or releaſed 
from his impriſonment ; ſo ſhall we be piousto 
the gods, juſt to our friends,and beneficiall to our 
ſelves. * 

Although there was much contradifion , and 
ſtrong diſpuces concerning this oration of Argi-

preſently there taken, to ſend Argilivs with ſome 

r Conmiſlioners to the Ciy of Sardis, 
whereby to conclude ſuch propoſitions, asſhoul 
be held moſt advantagable as they faid for bot 
Nationsz Though it was well knowne the My/+ 

fians bad only an intention to good themſelves 3 
not only ys & payment of that money, which 
they expefted from the Senate, but in regard of 
their ſecret intentions by Exarchus ſuppreſſion, to 
have an equall ſhare in the government of the 
Kingdom of Lydia:but however they concluded, 
ped in execution their reſolutions with all ex- 
i 


ition , yet they ſtill kept the King in hopes by 
ire promiſes of his reſtoration, as well to couzen 
and deceive his expetation , that he might not 
entertaine new thoughts, or fall upon other 
Counſels, as that hemight not be irreconcilabl 
diſtaſted with their aftions, if they ſhould mifle 
of their agreement with the Senate of Sardis, 
who hy bend might be ſomething unwil» 
ling,to part with thoſe vaſt ſumames that were de-= 
manded; which fayling, they intended to make. 
uſe both of the Kings Titles and countenance, to 
proſecute their other delignes, either in Lydzrg it 
ſelfe orany other part of Aſia , as there ſbpuld b: 
occaſion: ; | 
The propoſitions they off:red to the Senate 
were theſe : Firſt, that the ſolenine proteftation 
formerly agreed upon ſhould be taken by every 
perſon of both Nations without exception , qut 
of which not the King himſclfe to be exempted : 
ſcondly not onely the juriſdiion bur the very 
| M 4 name 
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name of the Flamins to be abſoJutely aboliſhed, 
and no other rights and manner of worthip of the 
gods,to be uſed bur according to the cuftomes of 
Myſia : Thirdly,that both Exarchics and his 
ſtcrity (© farre to be difinabled in their authority, 
that cach Senate in both Kingdomes might be ſut- 
ficiently confident of their power, whereby to be 
freed in their own opinions from all danger and 
ſuſpition in the future : Fourthly, that ſuch ſums 
of money ſhould ſpeedily be payed to the Myſians 
as was promiſed for their ſatisfaftion; and Laſtly, 
Commiſſioners to be choſen out ot cither Coun+ 
trey, to whom the common tranſaRion of affairs 
ſhould be equally committed. 

Although theſe two latter Articles were ſome- 
thing diſputed , yet it was not Jong before it was 
agreed, that theſe conditions being preſented 
and the King refuſing to ſubſcribe them,he ſhould 
be detained as a priſoner, and not acknowledged 
for a Prince ; Argylius and the reſt returning to 
the Campe, (where the King to be ſhort refuſing 
his ſubſcription and conſent ) within a very few 
weess, imploycd for the circumſtances neceſſarily 
b:longing to every performance , Enarchus was 
by the conduCtion of ſome Troopes of horſe, de- 
livercd into the cuſtody of Farez:uc, who preſent= 
ly conveyed him with his own Souldiets, to a 
aire houſe formerly belonging to the Kings of 
Lydia : Of the other ſide, both Argylius and Ly- 
cius, marched into their own Countrey of Myſiz, 
with money and triumph, as if they had deſerved 
immortall fame, for their difloyalty , which for 
the preſent muſt end my dolctull ſtory , fince the 
LMme 
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time.of the day envites us to take part ofa (lender- 
ſupper ,: according tothe warning of the little 
B:1l Lheare : however before you goe to bed, I 
engage my ſelf, to furniſh you with another rela- 
tion, much more pleafing to my thoughts , that 
occaſioned the late —_— of the people in the 
Fields, with ſuch expreſſions of joy as you be- 
hdd: fotaking Narciſſus by the hand , he led 
him into —_ roome , where they found two 
or three di meat newly ſctupon the Table, 
attended onely by the old woman and the youth. 
After they had given thankes to the gods, within 
an hours ſpace Ney ended their ſupper 3 the cloth 
being preſently taken away , and ſome few other 
diſcourſes of delight fitteſt for digeſtion paſt over, 
the Prieſt againe began this new relation. 
Euarchus ſaid he, being thus entered as I told 
ou into anew captivity (though farre more no- 
ly uſed) was ow wr ed toattend the comming 
oh the commiſſioners of the Myſians to Serdis, for 
the further diſpoſure of his perſon and affaires : 
but in the interim th2 Souldiers, whether contra- 
ry to their cuſtome and vocation, reflefing prin- 
cipally upon the miſeries and affliftions of the 
King, or rather being willing to make that the 
ground or pretentions for their future intentions, 
to quarrell with the Senate, about their owne dif- 
contents, in ſecing the Myſians eſteemed and 
themſelves neglefted, not onely by degrees began 
ro uſe theKing gently , butopenly to complaine, 
that themſelves were ſo farre from receiving re- 
wards for their ſervices, as that they had ——_— 
juſtly paidtheir wages: when as the MyſJens as

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they ſaidgreceived ſanames of money , for 
doing nothing elſe but running away , and be- 
a__ their King: alſo =_ ſeemed exaſperared, 
to have them countenanced in ſetting up their 
—————— gods, throughout all the 
_ of Lydiagto the enflaving as was urged 
of the Nation in the free liberty of their conſc 
cesz when as the e ACCO | — 
miſed them, not exerciſe their own manner 
of worſhip ; befides they ſeemed extreamly to re- 
pine that Myſian governours ſhould be joyned 
with thoſe of Lydia it ſclte, in the management 
of State affaires, that belonged ly onely to 
the Nation : neither did theſe diſcontented dif- 
courſes end in this manner ; for they daily afſem- 
bled in private Counſcls, to produce ſomething 
for their advantages , though they yer knew not 
very well what either to demand or at : however 
theſe proceedings were ſoone brought to the 
knowledge of the Senate , who being jealous alſo 
of their own interitions , were a great deale the 
more fearfull of any dangerous accidents ; fo that 
they ſent meſſengers to the Army, 
though as'rwas ſaid with intentions to tives, 
yetwirh authority to command the Soaldiers to 
2 better obedience : but as theſe officers were ex- 
treamely deceived in their expeftations , concer= 
ning their own power and intereſt in the Campe, 
fo were they forced with expedition to returne to 
thoſe that ſent them , with ſome terrour in their 
eountenances3 As this for many dayes, cauſed 
ſometimes diſtrafted Counſels, otherwhiles more 
p=remptory diſcourſes, ſo was it not over long 
| ore 
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before the Senate, was ſaluted with a declaration 
from the Souldiers, wherein they not onely taxed 
them, with want of juſtice and extreame ingrati- 
tude to the Army, that had fought ſo many Bat- 
tels, and ſhed ſo much bloud for themſelves and 
the priviledges of Lydia, but alſo preſented their 
pane 7 a>. with theſe following | proprny 
wherein they wiſh to be ſpeedily ſatisfied : firſt, 
that they might with all expedition not onely be 
id their juſt dues, but in a convenient time be 
Tarcher rewarded according to- their deſerts : Se- 
condly,that no part of the Army ſhould be difſ- 
banded without their owne conſents : err 
that ſuch lawes and decrees might preſent! 
eſtabliſhed, to affure the people of Lydia of their 
convenient liberties z and Laftly , that the wor- 
ſhip ofthe gods according to the Myſias rights, 
might not be impoſed abſolutely _ any per- 
ſon or condition : Theſe demands being ſent to 
the Senate by meſſengers of their own, that before 
never to be contradited, much lefle cir- 
cumſcribed by any power whatſoever, began to 
thinke, that it would be now their ſateit way, 
rather for the preſent to endeavour to temper he 
Souldiers pltons then further either to tempe 
or their fury ; To this purpoſe they re- 
warmed back their mefſengers, with taithfull or ax 
leaſtwiſe fained promiſes, that _ they 
ſhould receive fatisfaftion , according to their 
hearts content : Neverthelefle the Arm finding 
after ſome weekes exp<Ctation, that the Senate 
endeavoured, rather to deceive their expeRationg 
by ſowing underhang and private faftionsamong 
"446 the 
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the Souldiers, then that they intended really to 
performe in effe&,any thing that was aftually for 
their good , after they had as itwere choſen Fa= 
rezius as their Captaine Generall for their privi- 
ledges,as well as the Senate had choſen him for 
the Warres, not only ſeized preſently upon moſt 
of the Magazins of the Kingdome , bur alſo ſent 
ſome: Troopes to take the King out of priſon 
where he remained : Ewarchus being a little ama» 
zed at this new and ſudden attempt, as he could 
not well interpret their meaning, although *cis 
probable he might like well enough of their afti- 
ons, ſo at the firſt, did hemake ſore ſtand at their 
proceedings 3 yet at laſt being perſwaded of their 
faire intentions, and having of the other ſide afſu- 
red them of his aff:&ion , they inſtantly carried 
him in a certaine kinde of triumph through moſt 
pou of the Kingdome of Lydia, untill at laſt they 
odged hin in a brave Caſtle of his own , where 
he now remaines (as it is believed) with a greac 
deale of fatisfaftion ; And the rather, for that (it 
being ſo given __ they doe not only in an ho- 
nourable manner, fr him to exerciſe his own 
rights concerning the worſhip of the gods , with 
a free admittance of all companies to be entertal- 
ned, with what converſation he pleaſcth , bur 
have lately envited him-to ſend for the Quecne 
and all his childreng who ſhall be as they ſay joy= 
full witneſſes of his being againe eſtabliſhed in 
his Throne and dignity : and however they be 
ſomething ſuſpitious of the prattiſes of the Come 
miſſioners of Myſfa, and thoſe belonging to that ' 
faction, leaft they mighrperſwade the Kings _ 
| om 
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from the intereſt of the Souldiers, yet the better 
to give him ſatisfaftion , concerning the opinion 
of his own liberty ; neither they or any clſe are

you have been brought into Lydia , by the Prieſts 
and others of that Nation, that at laſt was impo- 
ſed upon the people, as an abſolute injunftion 
theauthority of the Senate : This being what I 
can ſay for your ſatisfaftion, concerning the pre- 
ſent atfaircs of the Kingdome, wherein feare me 
I have too much offended in the generall by my 
=_ diſcourfes,though upon the matter 1 do nor 
ſee how they could have been well oniitred in any 
articular , ſo I hope you will now give me 
cave to end. After that Narciſſus had thanked 
him for the paines he had taken , and the favour 
himſclte bGantead » (havi 
time longer in other diſcourſcs upon the ſame

It was not very catly the next morning,that 
the Prieft interrupted Narciſſus, conceiving be- 
like that his travell required ſomething more 
then ordinary reſt , though inthat he was nuch 
deceived ; for he was not accaftomed to Ict | 
much time , without thinking upon his deere 
Cloria : when he came into his chamber , he in- 
vited him, according to his protuiſe to the fight 
of his Library.

other things, Maps and es of the 
world , they fell in divers diſcourſes concerning 
the opinions of ſome in the Primitive age , that 
did not believe there were 5pm aan z as alſo, 
others again, that thonghe the Sunne ſtood (till, 
and the carth turned round ; befides, a third 
ſort of people which would not believe, but that 
there was another world in the' Moon.

in like manner, have their Prince at thew, 
- who ſcemesby his abſolute authority, only to go- 
vernz and dirc& their labours, tending to unity 
and benefit in their ſmall and innocent Common- 
wealth : ſo that theſe being creaturesno way gi- 
ven to exorbitancy of will as men are, if it be ne- 
ccflary for them to have but one governoar,much 
mare for us who are given in amanner tonothi 
but malice and pride, whereby to be kept in or- 
der and regulated in our diſpoſitions 3 which 
certainely cannot long be withont the authority 
of ſome lingle power , that muſt not be equalled 
or contratted by any other : we ſee it two ſtrange 
Bulls be but turned looſe together in any paſture, 
thcir contention one with another never ends, 
whilſt one of the two have gained the abſolute 
maſtery over the other : with what extraordina- 
ry hatred and malice will two little Cocks of 
game, perſecute one another in bloud & wou 
untill the one of them have abtained the viftory 
by the others death and ruine ? Ney example me 
ityou can, any two Males of any generous kinde 
whatſoever, that will endure the others ſociety, 
withont an abſolate ſubjeQtion to his power and 
courage z/ as it were never but ſtriving till one 
have procured the entire juriſdiction of the 
place 3 as if nature by no meanes could admit of 


an cquality in s whereas of the con- 

trarythe and being not atall ordained for 

rule aud command,are ſeemingly contented _ 
t 
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the ſociety,and company of their tellowes: which 
ſhews in my opinion a certaine kinde of neceſſity 
inall governments of one onely Monarch,yot on- 
ly to avoid fation and confuſion , but to unite 
elires and ind 
nefit of any Commonwealth z fince without ſuch 
a knowne power and command , it is almoſt im- 
poſlible,to bridle and keep in order at all timeg,the 
unruly fancies and exorbitant defires of mankind: 
whoſe very nature or inclination , doth ſwell as 
it were with nothing but appetites of contention : 
Laſtly conceming the very inſtitution of govern- 
ments upon earth : the firſt *certainly was Monar- 
chy ; for as inthe beginning a man in his own 
a family, appzared to be the onely abſolute 
ince to be obeyed , ſo dominions and King- 
domes, became no other way cſtabliſh:d inthe in- 
fancy of the world, but by the uniting togetber 
of ſeverall houſholds,, cicher by accident or con= 
queſt ; And though ſometimes people meerly our 
of neceſſity, to keep themſelves the better in peace 
and quietnefſe,; were forced to chuſe and forme 
commonwealths, yet we ſcarce read of any juri- 
dition to be enterteined (at leaſtwiſe to be con- 
tinued for any conſiderable ſpace) but where one 


ſingle powerchicfly ifnotabfolutely commanded 


over the whole z as if the multitude by the very 
light ofnature, being led thereunto by the meere 
diQates of reaſon, without any manner of ſcience 
or experience, were conſtrained to believe , that 
no other government. could be ſafe and woo + 
however their Lords not ſeldome proved the

aſtry, towards the welfare and be- - 
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deny, but by reaſon ot .the exoritgncy of perni- 
ey and bod Princes, @ State bath ne 
changed from a private to a popular Common- 
wealth or government 3 yet ſcarce did I ever heare 
of any , but that both began and ended in Kingly 
2uthority 3 as being {till by ſome accident or o- 
thcr,conftrained to that eleion or converſion, 
either in abſolute power, or mixt repreſentation, 


as if ſome kinde of necellity, required ſuch an 


eſtabliſhment to render it laſting, and convenient 
to the people. 

Neverthelefſe ſaid Creſes, it is a moſt miſerable 
condition for the people, to be in a continuall 
ſubjeRiongunder the power and command of ci- 
ther an impotent or an exorbitant Prince z for 
though he ſhould know what were beſt to be 
done, yet his perverſe nature and diſpoſition, 
would not ſuffer him to put it inexecution, And 
if he knew not how to governe , he becomes led 
by the pride and covetouſneſſe of others : Again, 

it the caſe government might fall into the 
ands of a mad man ora fool, what remedy then 
could be exp&ed , whereby the people might in 
any kinde have the leaft _ope of redreſſe? ſince 
by the Laws and rules of inheritance, he were to 
continue till without preventiomand obſtacle ; 
which of neceſliry ſometime or other would ha 
enz & conſequently caſt the government into the 
ands of ſuchas he ſhould chuſe, that probably 
were not farre from his own temper in any m_ 
inlike manner , it muſt be'the ſame during t 
time of the Princes infancy, being by that meanes 
rendered albogether uncapable cither of governing 
himſelf or others. * 'Tis 
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Tis true anſwered the Prieſt, thc misforcune to 
a Kingdome 1s not ſmall when cicher of theſe 
oa : but however asno private intereſt can 
be ſodeſtroying as generall confuſion , ſo can it 
not be but much ſafer for a Commonwealth, to 
be under the juriſdiftion of one vicious or im 
tent Prince (who tis likely will be glutted 
is exceſſes , or may be aſſiſted in his Councels) 
then for it tro be wholy governed by many difa- 
greeing and faftious diſpofitions , that di- 
ret ſeverall wayes in their intentions and con- 
ſultations, which of neceſſity muſt diſtradt all 
PR__ determinations, and at the beft cannot 
ut protraf, if not abſolutely hinder thoſe ex:cus 
tions tending to peace and profp:rity 3: being 
ſcarce to be avoyded in a- common goverment, 
where opinions and intereſts are ſeverall in the 
rulers :- beſides, it is well knowne that in ſuch 
Councels, ſecrets of the moſt higheſt nature (tor 
that they are conmiitted to many ) are {ubjeCt to 
be revealed ifnot betrayed. 
But according to my ſenſe antl bclizfe ſaid 
Creſe:, ſuch a Magiſtracy might be created out of 
whole, that when good and necceffary timda- 
mental]l Lawes were agreed upon , might ealily 
governe with ſecrecy and moderation to the be- 
nefit of the people , who would be pleaſed ſuth- 
ciently, in having the name of the ele&jon of 
ſuch Miniſters. | 
If you meane faid the Prieſt , that this juri(- 
dition ſhould be cternall, it werea great deale 
worſe and more dangerous in matters of Tyranny 
aud injuſtice, then to be gar one ſingle Lg 
| y 
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by inheritance  fince h2 might dye, and by that 
meanzs, his ſaccefſor might again? bring eafe and 
remedy, bur the other aſſembly being once in the 
greater part corrupted, it were unpoſlible ever to 
expe any redrefſ= at all ; for that thoſe that 
ſhould happen to ſucceed , would. come to their 
places bur one by one , and conſequently could 
not have voyces in number ſufficient to counter- 
vaile the opinionsof the reſt , remaining in the 
Councell or Magiſtracy : beſides if any ſhould 
have received injury, or endured oppreſſion by 
the caſting voyces of the whole aſſembly , to 
whom ſhould he flye for remedy and 
fince every on2 ſingly would put off the blame 
from hinſelte ; prRocny not to have authority 
and power ſufficient , without the generality of 
that congregation, to repaire the injured perſon 
which” ſeldome or never could be procured : 
whereas bzing wronged or oppreſſed by a Prince, 
—_ of his Officers or. Miniſters of State, it

lar complaint underſtood at one time or another 
ro bimſclfe ; And more facile it would be a great 
deale,for the Monarch or governour ſpeedily to 
_ the remedy , _ in mor eps 
is own perſon,or belonging to any of his Com» 
yr poded. ; forelſe he ſhould be forced to take 
upon him the blame, before the face of all the 
world ; whereas the others ations, (that is to ſay 
concerning the particular) would be fo involved

_ on, thatmight render their rade ambitions ex-

Yet ſaid Creſes , alshough it ſhould be granted 
that in thoſe particulars you have mentioned

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Although this be trace ſaid the Prieſt; yet the 
dzfeCt proceeds not from their naturall-unhappi- 
neſſe, but from their diſabillity or want of know- 
ledge in regard of their defictericy in education, 
which inconveniency and defe&, they will as 
well ſuffer. in a popular government, as in a 
Kingly authority , fince no worthy perſon what- 
ſoever is debarred from preferment in a Monar- 
chy, if his induſtry and parts can merit the ho- 
nonr and advancement ; and although he ſhould 
inany kinde mifſe of his expeQation, yet it would 
not grieve him ſo mach to be under the juriſ- 
dition of the Nobility, that are by birth and ex- 
tration above his condition as to finde himſcelte 
much ſubordinate and inferiour , to thoſe of his 
own ranke and quallity : to be eſteemed of all 
others moſt irkeſome to humane nature : ſo that 
you ſee it is but meere fancy, that engenders theſe 
confiderations and opinions : beſides there are 
other inconveniences and omiſſions appertaining 
to a popular government z as for example, it 
{:ldome or never preterres or rewards worthy 
perſons according, to their deſerts and merrits 
when as for the moſt part ſmalleſt crimes and de- 
f:&s are puniſhed by 'moſt fearefall and horrid 
ſverity 3 proceeding either fromenvy or jealou- 
{1:, which is the occaſion that oftentimes , when 
G-neralls, Commanders, or States men have 
cured a ſufficient intereſt and eſteeme ———— 
ſorts of pzople, whereby to be able to contend, 
doubting their own ſafeties from the Magiſtracy, 
they enter preſently into ſuch rebellions that, ei- 
ther turne the Commonwealth intoa Tomy 

, - ONnar- 
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Monarchy, or occaſion at the beſt ſo much bloud 
and {laughter , that every Subjett thereof hath 
reaſon enough to feare his own lofſe , ifnot ge- 
nerall deftruftion z whereas a Prince being of 
ſo-eminent a condition himſelte, not to be equal 
led by any of what = ſoever, hath no cauſe 
to be envious or ſuſpicious : againe the Prince 
hath a more neere intereſt in his Countries good 
thenall his: ſabje&s/ beſides by way fof perſonall 
honour; wherefore a greater benefit or lofſe at- 
tends him in every thing, that is a&t:d, ſince he 
creates not only the officer that commands or 
executes,but enjoyes the profit or diſprofit of the 
ſucceſſe, whereas the people in a Commonwealth 
receive it but in the generall , no one man being 
«able to appropriate. any publike ation particu- 
alarly to himſlfe 3 which is a principall motive 
to enduce the Prince to attend carncſtly the proſ- 
perity of the government, becauſe he may be ſaid 
truly to cſteeme it his own, which no other priſon 
can do: in what conſtitution ſome ever, if there 
be others in <quall authority with him; for to 
joyne intereſts, willnever take ſonuch the fancy 
and opinion of the owners, as thoſe which are 
fingly appertaining but to one onely. 

Well ſaid Creſes ) although 1 ſce upon any 
termes you will needs have a Monarchy, to be 
the beſt government, yet neverthelefſe I muſt not 
have a Prince altogether unlimited, as ic were 
threatninga kinde of a fearctull GER 'of 
Tyranny to his people 3 by which meanes they 
would be hindred from endeavouring induftrts, 
ouſly, cither the —_ good or their cars 
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welfare : but rather I ſhould wiſha king, in ſome 
ſort bound by lawes fundamentall, cftabltſhed by 
a lawdable conſtitution at the firſt ; however nor 
to be ſo ſtriftly chayned up, thathe were left no 
any power or prerogative at all, without his Sub- 
rot leave, orHe ſo let looſe to his owne will and 
pleaſure, that he might injure, and oppreſl his 
people as he liſt : that is to ſay, .to have the go» 
vernment tq enjoy ſuch a mixture in the whale, 
that the Subjects might not be over-bald , toap- 
roach his preſence without an awtall reverence, 
or he to be puffed up with a -yaine opinion ( by 
reaſon of his dignityJthat the Kingdome or com- 
monwzalth was beſtowed upon his condition, 
more for his own uſe then the good of his people, 
nor I neither ſaid the Prieſt : —_—_— 
called away to ſipper they ſuddenly broake off 
the reſt of x Oo diſcourſe. : 

The next day about noone rhey arrived at 

ourt, or rather was it to be called a campe, fince 
the Souldiers ſeemed to bearcall the ſway , not- 
withitanding others had a civill liberty allowed 
them, to be admitted upon every occafion necd- 
full into the Kings preſence. 

When Ezarchus was enformed not onely of 
their arrivalt , but that Creſes had brought him 
letters out of Syria from the _ » he witha 
greatdeale of paſſion ſent preſently for them into 
his prefence : upon their enterance they found 
him ſeated in a kind of a confined Majefty,F arezi- 
xs being on his right hand not farre trom his per- 
ſon, anda little below him ſtood one Hercrom- 
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to carry notonly defigne, but policy.in his coun * 
tenance : ht » were placed many com” 
mon ſouldiers in the nature of a gard; howeve” 
exprefling more then ordinary freedome both in 
theit lookes and demeanor : Creſes after he had 
perfornied his wonted reverencies, approached 
the King wich a humility anſiwerable to hisTitles, 
though not his condition-z preſenting him with 
the Qaoens letters, which Exarchus haſtily taking 
out of his hands read them with teares in his cyes, 
and then asked him ſundry queſtions both of his 
wife and ſon Prince Arethyſus 5 wiſhing withall 
he might once more have the happineſſe to enjoy 
their company in Lydia : whereunto Creſes ſoon 
replycd , that he did not doubt but that the gods 
ere long,would to that purpoſe be favourable to 
—_—_ intentions.: Traly ſaid the King tarning 
at the fame time to Farezins, this brave comman- 
der,doth give me more then probable hopes to 
this cff:&t : bat Farezins made him no other an- 
fivergthen by akinde of humble bending ofhis bo+, 
dy,ſeemcd to-intimate a willingneſle in any thing 
to comply with his defires, | 7 
Having for fome time thus difcourſed together 
in publick , the King (alſo taking notice of the 
old Prieſt with more then ordinary aff:&tion) he 
led Crefes into-an out window inthe ſame roome, 
that was PR from the ow of oa common 
people , Ctwtaines that reached to the 
—_— y where after they had continued for the 
ſpace of an hotre in private conference, the King 
calling unto hint Farezius uſed this language, 
widyfuch a look, as _ procure; cumpaiiion 
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from the cruelleft Tyrant in the world. 

Farezius ſaid he, asI have ſufficient experience 
of your civilities , fince it was my good fortune 
to be abſolutely under your juriſdi&ion, ſo can- 
not I bat preſume upon the continuance of theſe 
curtefies , finding your nature to be both noble 
and cpnſtant : wheretore to this purpoſe I would 
have you know , that it is not alone my own de- 
fire at this preſent, to have ſome comfort and 
conſolation by the ſight and converſation of my 
children, kept ſo long from my poſlefſion by the 

wer of the Senate fitting at Sardis, but alſo 

ave reccived conjurations by theſe Letters from 
my wite remaining in Syria , if it be poſlible ſo 
farre to procure my own information concerning 
- their particulars, that I may give heratrue ac- 
count both of their comportment and education, 
whereby th-:b-tter to ſatisfic her motherly affeQti= 
on, and naturall inclination : when the King had 
ended this ſupplication, ſo farre(asI may ſay) bey 
nzath his dignity;though conſonant in fome ſort 
to his condition , Farezius after a ſhort pauſe re- 
tumdhinthis anſwer. 

Although I muſt confeſſe your Majeſties defires, 
are grounded upon all the principles both of na» 
ture and morallity, yet you muſt be pleaſed likes 
wiſe to know , that at preſent I finde my owne 

ower and intereſt ſo farre weakned in Sardis, 

y the prevailing faftion of the Myſians , that I 
dare not be over confident of any ' requeſtI ſhall 
make in your behalfe ; eſpecially for that I am 
neither aſſured to continue ſtill the Senates Gene=- 
ra!l,or can procure thoſe Scnators to be ey

that with ſo much violence , exclaime howerly 
at that attempt of ours concerning your releaſe- . 
ment : . but neverthelefe if you pleale that Creſes 
now in communication with you, may be im» 
ployed as a mefſenger ro demand theſe conditi- 
ons, I ſhall procure him as large a commiſſion as 
poſlibly I can from the whole Army to that effet, 
and being —_— the Senate any of our juſt 
defives , we may adde your authority to the wil- 
lingneſſe of the Souldiers to force them from the 
oppoſers : as theſe motions were quickly imbra- 
ced by the Kings apprehenſion and conſent with 
many thankfull expreſſians, ſo Creſes wanted nei- 
ther courage nor loyalty to take upon him the 
execution tothe beſt advantage both for Exarchus 
ſervice and the armies s1: 0 ; 
When Creſes arrived at Sardis, and had with 
ſome eloquence and more judgement delivered 
his meſſage, being againe retired for about halfe 
an houres ſpace, he received theſe anſwers to eve- 
ry particular from the Senate: firſt it was told 
him that whereas it was defired , the Kings chil- 
dren might not only performe their naturall 
to their father by a ſpeedy vifit , but might alſo 
for ſome conſiderable time remaine in his compa- 
ny and converſation (however they conceived it 
againſt the rules of State _ ro have any m- 
rum pleaſuredbetore publike good) yetthar 
arezius ſhould ſee how much they valued his 
requeſt, the Senate had determined the children 
might makea journey to that effe&t , upon afſu- 
rance given for their ſafe returne after ſome few 
dayes of faluagion ; againe whereas the Generall 


ſeemed 
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ſcemed to deſire a contimiation of his power and 
command'under the Senates authority , they nor 
only granted him his owne demand, bat: wiſht 
Creſes toaffare Farezius , that as they had never

reſpetts for his ſakes! -' Rl 
Though me wb a great deale of indigna+» 
tion had attended their deliberations, yet. he was 
content with ſome humility, to beg leave to vide 
the Princefſe , which bcing obtained , he found 
her ſeared in a melancholly roome ,- that had no 
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more light beftowed. upon it, then what was 
meerely neceflary,for rhe performance of thoſe 
ſervices due to her condition , her perſon being 
ſhut up in a black Couch, ſo obſcured with divers 
Curtaines, that ſcarce could her rare beaury be 
atherwiſe diſcovered , then as the faire Moone,

gentle teares in her fair eyes; which Song per- 
ceived by the Generall, he humbly befought her

Roxana glad to entertaine any conveniency, 
that might inſtru her farther, in the Myſteries of 
theſe unlucky times , although many things ſhe 
had read of Herexzins violent ſpirit, told Creſes, 
that as no language proceeding trom his lips, 
could prove tedious to any eare how ignorant 
ſoever ; ſo did ſhe not donbt, but the conſequence 
of the preſent affaires, required rather ample ſto- 
ries , then ſhort deſcriptions, which gave him a 
ſatheient warrant to a his own pleaſure , both 
for the mannzr and matter of his diſcourſe, untill 
his end:avours produced this following relation. 

You muſt know ſaid he, that this Prieſt Herex- 
z:us ſome yeares ſince, wh:n all the world ſeemed 
to yeild obedience to the great Flamrne of Delphos, 
asthe only Oracle upon earth to preſcribe the 
manner of the worſhip of the gods, ſuddenly ſtar- 
ted up in the Kingdome of Syria , who by reaſon 
ofan ignominious puniſhment he had undergone 
(as twas reported for a hainous offence committed 
againſt humane and divine Lawes)began violent- 
ly to fall out with heaven and earth z inſo much 
as in the firſt place,he quarrelled* with the forme 
of the ſervice tothe Gods then uſed; and _ the

rather loyalty from their naturall ſubjeftsz. To

£00 pittifall now to be related, whilſt the Rebel 
took poſi:flion of her authority , trom which u< 
ſurpation proceedes Lydia's miſeries , fince by a 
continuance of the ſame defires in thoſe people 
towards her poſterity, they havenow filled this 
Kingdome with tumults, troubles, and bloud, rhe

taine their Flamines , thaugh the State chang

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many Tenents in Doftrine, untill the late agree» 
ments of each Nation to oppoſe Euarchus in 
the ſamedeſigne , contrived an accord to extir» 
pate in effs& both King and Flamines : This may 
paſſe my diſcourſe to the Kingdome of Syria, 
thathath not only formerly borne pare in the 
ſuffering , by reaſon of theſe opinions ſowed in 
the world, but hath been a principall occaſion to 

ive the: Myſfans proteftion, by whoſe power 
| ptr hath been chiefely deſtroyed. 

. To which purpoſe you muſt underſtand, that 
although Herezius other mefſengers,could not ſo 
cafily beate downe the ſtrong Walles of Monar- 
chy, cſtabliſhed by ſo many ages in Syria,againſt 
the power of great Armies alwayes _—_— pay 
by that Nation, yet oftentimes they the 
whole Kingdome with moſt lamentable ſlaugh- 
ters , to gaine enterance for their opinions, and 
freedome for their Dofrinez in ſo much as the 
Prince himſelfe then governing, finding the Tem- 
po overthrowne, his Countrey ſpoyled, fand his 

jets deſtroyed by the fury of the contention, 
was forced at laſt, ſo farre to give way to the He- 
rezians religion in Syria, that they had not only 
granted m_ free exerciſe of their conſciences 
throughout all his dominions, [but many fortified 
Townes were delivered into their hands 3 where- 
in they put their owne Garriſons, toſecure better 
this agreement, which both afforded him peace, 
and ſeemed to give them fatisfaftion for the pre- 
ſent : however, every yeare almoſt after notwith- 


ing theſe benefits, produced neiv ſtirres by 
that fattiongto the diſquicting of the Kingdome, 
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that gave ſufficient cauſe of vexation to many 
goc Princes , fince they could not be affured of 

loyalty of their obliged Subjefts , nor of the 
continuation of their owne proſperitics , when 
neither could wit them by reaſon of the 
ſpleen Top bacero Monarchy , or powtr could 
compell them in regard of thoſe Forts they had 
in their cuſtody. | 
: . But tobe ſhort , before the great and wiſe Fa- 
vourite Phileftros,durft take upon him the huge 
worke he intended , which was to ſapprefſe the 
gloriouſheſle of the AZp ypti _— he imagi- 
ned he could not be abſolutely ſafe at home,and 
ſo conſequently not fitted for ſo large a conqueſt, 
as long as he ſhould leave behind him in his own 
boſoine,ſo eminent a danger as thoſe he cfteemed 
lawlefe Subjefts in Orſames Kingdom, know» 
ing they would upon all occafions, be: ready to 
joyne with forraigne Forces, to overthrow rheir 
owne Kings government , and therefore reſolved

braine, becauſe it wasnot convenient, and ſcarce 
ſafe rocontinue deſperate diſcontents in ſo dar» 
gerous a body, that had vaſtly ſpread it ſelfe tho- 
rough moſt Countries in Aſie, whilſt his 
thoughts and endeayours were otherwiſe to be 
imployed ; he by lictle and Iintle;to ſmooth 
his brow to thar ſeft, and atlaſt not only

with ſpleen againſt that religion by nature they 
moſt hated, fince the Zgyptians of all others were 
held obſequious to the rights and ceremonies of 
Delpbos , which alſo was a meanes to binde the 
Myſfians to the affaires of Syriz , fince no Nation 
or people in Afia, profeſſed more violently the 
ſame worſhip of the gods introduced by Horen- 
Zius , and exerciſed - his followers in Orſames 
dominions, which were not onely reaſons w_ 
Philoftvos to that ſeRby all the favours he c 
procure it in his own Country, whereby to make 


them 
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them ſerviceable in the Warres, he had with Ss 
raſtros , but by that meanes gave countenance to 
the Myſftans againſt Ewarchus their lawfull 
Prince;which by conſequence afforded the Senate 
of Lydia conveniency alſo to ſuppreſſe his power, 
that they might not ſeeme to goe lefle in juriſ- 
dition in maſtering their King , then thoſe 

ple they had bought with their money , onely to 
doe them ſervice, fo that by this meanes the Fa- 
vourite gave worke enough at home to Evarchus, 
thatheſhould nothave ——_—_ although 
he might have the wil toaſliſt the King of Zgypt, 
which the pollicy of every Nation requires ac- 
cording to I , whena Prince is not 
able to make good his party againſt another pre» 
vailing Monarch.

Bur 
Cre/es who had a dainty wit, defended the Jatter 
wirh theſe arguments : firſt ſaid he, before we can 
well conſider what hath been the Kings ſuffe- 
rances, we muſt rightly ſtate his misfortunes, 
which will appeare to be the greater , when it is 
well knownz to the world, h2 hath alwayes ſhew- 
ed courage in the Warres, by venturing boldly 
his perſon upon all occaſions, as alfo eloquence

_ thoughtentceſſary and uſctull; a plaine demon- 
ftration that he wants not ſ:nſe and knowledge

In good earneſt anſwered Roxana , I cannot tell, 
whether I have more cauſe to ſmile at the ſee» 
ming ridiculonſnefle of taeſe proceedings , or be 
amazed to ſee men growne ſo fooliſhly unreaſo- 
nable, fince Ezarchus appeares to my underſtan- 
ding, to be willing topart with more from his 
own hopes, then what the Senate requires z for 
that if he grant 96-7 919 the Kingdome out 
of his hands daring his life, it gives more affurance 


to the Senate that he intends no more to raigne,

now anew , they ſeeme to defire tore-cſtabliſh

hazard upon him, I. 
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Fcannot deny ſaid Roxana, but theſe reaſons 
are ſufficient to render me wholly ſatisfied in 
doubtfill opinions, but the gods are only e 
to foreſee the event of things. And with that loo- 
king _ the Sun, ſhe perceived the time of the 
day called her to the attendance of the Princeſle, 
which made her for the preſent take her leave. 
LIpon her arrivall ſhe found Cloria only accome

which ſhe continned with a certaine paſſion, un-

ons,that as [he told her r in 
the raviſhing delight of her ſong, on more 2 
juſt in accuting her ſervant, that had in ſo many 
dangerous adventures ſhewed alwayes the entire 
cy of his aff:Qtion , who A 


e , 
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the preſent retired into fare region ,- where he 
ha beſt advantage her fervice. However Cloria 
was willing upon any hopes, to be ſatisfied with 
the proceedings of Narciſſus , and much more ' 
with his intzngions 3 yet could ſhe not bar tell 
Roxana , that althoughſhe was pleaſed to be his 
advocate that ſeemed to have a powertull perſwa- 
ſion in her beliefe , yet were the loves ſhe feared 
from Farezins, and the importunities ſhe expettcd 
of Caſſianus, in her apprehenſion, argumetits ſuth- 
cient to make her think Narciſſus wanted much 
diligence, atleaftwiſe violence, that he'did not 
endeavour to ſcale the very Walles where ſh: re- 
mained a priſoner, rather then to endure her to 
be ſo injured. Truly Madam anſwered Roxana, 
asI cannot tell why you ſhould expe& miracles 
inſt.ad of ſervices, To have you no cauſe to doubt 
the importunities you mention , fince I am not 
certaine Farezius love was ever preſented to your 
liking: either from himſelfe, or any of his inſtru- 
ments; And for the Addreflcs of Caſianus , you 
have been already ſo accuſtomed to refuſals, that 
I conceive you have not other hard to 
Play then to continue the ſame courſe ſtill, Be= 
tides, ,you may well remember by Caſi«nus own 
Letter y that his affeftions are not ſo hot , as to 
ela upon over-great inconveniences ; and 
therefore, in my opinion you may very well quict 
your thoughts conceming his courtſhips. 

O Roxanaſaid the Princeſſe, youare much dee 
Eccived in both theſe particulars , for as to my 
"knowledge (which | have underſtood fince I ſaw 
you laſt) Farezins bath already intinuted his = 


fire to my father , whom you may be ſure will 
comply almoſt in any thing that concernes the 
Generall , So doth Caſſianns labour. the Senate 
underhand, to be propitiousto his love, fince as 
he ſayes,. their own purcme are ingaged in the 
iffae, for that the world takes notice of their pro» 
teftations, which are to ſee him eſtabliſhed in a 
proſperous condition both in power and affeQi- 
on: And the rather as he pretends for that t 

formerly ſent for him, according totheir prof: 

ons, to ſee them pur in execution. Roxana re» 
plyed, as there be many reaſons of ſufficient force 


to make me give way to your opinions, {ince your 


own beauty, honour, and vertues are loaditones. 


attraftive enough to intangle all the world in an 
intrjcate labyrinth of love and deftre , notwith- 
ſtanding what difficulties ſoever, yer it-cannot 
but ſceme moſt ſtrange to my thoughts, that Fa- 
rezius low-condition, though his fortune hath 
been eminent, ſhould afpire to ſuch a ſapreame 
excellency rvith any hope to'enjoy. Hold your 
ſelfe contemt woman ſaid the Princeſſe, there is 
no limitation of ſelfe-love and ambition , when 
they have once taken poſſeſſion of a proud heart, 
though covered with never ſo meane an extrafti- 
on 3 And you know that Farezzzs isa gentleman, 
which joyned with his former ſucceffe in the 
Warres, and his preſent command now in the Ar- 
my , cannot ' want perſwafjonsto make him at- 
tempt any enterprize for his own glory, eſpecially 
ſince the King ſeemes meerly. to upon his 
aſſiſtance, or allowance. for his furure rity3 
and being ſo, what counſel] can you give me _ 
ther 
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ther co prevent his violence or infirufthis paſſion, 
{ince I not be too bold, in hazarding my fa- 
thers fortunes by provoking the Generalls ſpleen 
by a harſh and diſdainefull deniall. 

In good ſooth ſaid Roxane, Iam very glad to 
ſee, you have learned ſume temper fince you were 
in the poſſeſſion of Ofiris , where as mu may re= 
member, I had muchadoe to perſwade you to 
entertaine reaſon, or continue you in patience, 
wiſhing then,you had hazarded athouſand deaths 
rather then have diſſembled your love in any 
kinde ; but perhaps Narciſſus is now farther from 

our remembrance , though neerer your perſon. 

o by all the immortall gods anſwered the fiveer 
Princefſe , my affcCtion is as pure and conſtant as 
it was in Ofrzs Court, ifnot encreaſed by the cf- 
fefts of more tryalls to render it abſolutely judi- 
tious, only the conſideration of my fathers preſenc 
captivity , -and future danger makes me ſo farre 
willing todiſpence with my own deare love , as 
to mn ic over with ſome hypocriſie , for his 
ſake, which formerly I was unwilling to purchaſe 
with the aſſurance of my own life, when I remai- 
ned inthe City of Memphis 3 only the confidera- 
tion of a neceffarily jealoufic in Narciſſus breaſt, 
when rumours bring ſuch reports to his ab= 
ſent cares, I muſt confefl: ſomething deterres my 
reſolution, from any diflimulation at all in love, 
though no way prejudicially to his right or my 
own honour. 

Indeed Madam faid Roxaya, 1 doe not now 
only , begin to love you for your wiſdome, bur 
will endeavour to put a projet into your or 
| at 
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that may both keep your tather ſate,; and perhaps 
deſtroy your enemies, at leaſtwiſe it will protratt 
it not divert your violent proſecution; certainly 
governeſſe anſwered the Princefle, it you prove as 
good as your word, I ſhall eſteeme it the greateſt 
piece of ſervice that ever. your wits produced, 
tince in my opinion, it not only <qualls all others 
in benefic , for that the King as well as my ſelte is 
concerned in the buſinefſe , but out goes the reſt 
in difficulty , conlidering how many powerfull 
adverſaries you have to deale withall. Well then 
faid Roxana , fit fill and heare my propoſitions, 
and afterwards prepare your ſelfe without refiſt- 
ance to put thera in execution , though never ſo 
much againſt your appetitez if not return? me 
ſuch arguments as may convertmy judgement as 
well as fatisfie your own fancy : Cloria told Roxa- 
a that her injunftion was 1o reaſonable, that it

Sword the abſolute power and ſtrength of th: 
whole Kingdome ; And if you accept of Farezius 
Courtſhips, no doubt but the Senate will eſteeme 
their own authorities diſhononred , ſince they 
have propoſed Prince Caſſianrs to be the ſubject 
of their chiefe care : Bzfides, if Farezins thould 
faile in any thing he attempts , many of the com- 
mon people would conceive with ſome violence, 
that the Senate hath an intention to couzen them 
o!.t of thoſe privil:dyes, they have been promiſed 
when their greateſt patron ſhall be debarrcd of his 
own deſires, and it Cafftazms ſhould miff: of whar 
he hath hitherto exp2tted by the Senactes liberall 
off:rs, th: Nobility mighe very well imagine, 
that the people and Army endeavoured to be- 
come their Maſt:rs, which would not be lefſened 
by other jealoulizs already growing between the 
two fations, ſince the Nobilicy doth not onely 
with all the ſecret policy they can, ſeek to curbe 
the infolency ofthe common fort, who ſtrive for 
nothing more, then to bring down all dignity to 
an univerſal] equallity , but the multitude have 
alr-ady fo farre declared their diſlike of the Lords 
proceedings, that publikely they have required to 
have rhe authority of rheir juriſdiftion taken a- 
way , and made lyable to the peoples allowance, 
who now enjoy their priviledges by inheritance 
trom their Anc:ſtors, purchaſed either by rheir

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own merits, or the Princes grace. And laſt of 
all, though the fations of the two Rivalls ſhould

You are very pittitull replyed 
Roxana , but I pray confider, whether it- be not 
better to procure the diſcompoſure of thoſe that 
have ſought all this time by their authority to 
eſtabliſh another government, deftruftive to Mo- 
narchy, whereby of neceſſity a generall confufion 
muſt follow , for that ic is not probable ſo many 
intereſts can be ſatisfi:d, or give occaſion to pre- 
pare Lydia for the conquelt of torraigne Forces, 
fince it is impoſlible your fathers many children 
would be content to fit downe quietly with the 
perpetuall lofſe of their owne Birth-rights extor- 
red foom the King by his unruly Subjects, during 
their minorities, and able enough certainly they 
will be to contend for theirdues , ſeeing all the 
Princes of Afiz are interefled as well in the exam- 
ple as in their bload. No,no Madam faid ſhe, 'ra- 
ther diſpence with your ——_ commilera= 
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tiony then be careleſſe of future ſafery, for it will 
b: much better now to deſtroy theſe unlawfull 
delignes by a little civill Warres amongſt them- 
{clves, that would but parge the Kingdome of its 
corrupt humours , ingendred by exceſle in pride 
and profp:rity, then in the times to come to ex- 
poſe all conditions to a perpetuall ys under 
a Tyrannicall government , gained by the power 
of lawlefſe Souldicrs, brought in by other Princes 
not acquainted with the natures ofour people, 
much leſle ſenfible of their ſufferings , ſince they 
will only conſider their faults paſtzand not looke 
upon their miſcries preſent , tor they would ra- 
ther judgethem by the manner of ſubjefion of 
theirown Countrey » then by the ſweetneſſe of 
the Lydian Lawes : Wherefore 1 ſay you muſt 
thinke, whether of the two Suitors you will make 
the objeCt of your choyce, to render the other 
jealous of his ations and your favours, whereby 
ſome ſudden difference may ariſe between the 
factions to bring the ſooner confuſton into the 
Kingdom? , which certainly is the readieſt way 
againe to cſtabliſh your father in his right , ſince 
the noyſe of torraigne power at preſent, will not - 
only be an occaſion the better to unite them to- 
ether to the Kings diſadvantage, bur at the beſt, 
zard the deſtration of all property and go- 
vernment, fince the Sword will be the principall 
Arbitrator of every mans right, and the vittory a 
change of his condition. 

Truly Roxane ſaid the Princeflc, as I cannot in

they may alſo be wroughtto Joyne with our par- 
ty here at home, which is not improbable,tince 
eace and ſettlement in Lydia 'will be an over- 
throw to their proſperities, for that thoſe people 
by this Kingdome are eſteemed no other then 
pernitious rebells : And Jet Creſes alone to att his. 
part when he is ſufhciently entormed of our de- 
tires, whoſe ſharpe wit and excellent Janguage, 
cannot be equalled by any meſſenger can bz ſent, 
which are fortunate properties to our purpoſe 3 
beſides his intire love to your ſacred ſelfe, will 
be alwayes ſare to continue him abſolucely fairh- 
full, which afterward muſt be rewarded , either

And ſ@ itfared ; wed: pee. x ckes ww & man- 
ner dre what {hz hadaeht to by auſe 
It — a lovely ſmile had takenpoE 
ſeſſion of that conntenanee , that for a while par 
on ſomediſtration, ſhe told her governeſſe, t 
although heir plot in allapparance had thus far 
well ſucceeded, fince ſhe. perceived her Couſin 
was wonae to be; ſufficiently valiant ; yer ſhe made 
ſome queſtion how ſhe was to entertaine his pre-

It wasnot long after this diſcourſe before Caſ- 
anus himſele in perſon -camie into the Princefſe 
ings , not only in confirmation' of thetrath 
of his Letter he had ſent; but as it were accordin 
to his proteſſion to obraide Farezius ſuſpeted, if 
not pretended love, although Cloriz for that pre- _ 
ſent, was ſo buſicd by reaſon of ſome tmployment 
in her chamber with her maid ſervants, that 
Roxana was conſtrained with ſome complements 
not only to give himenterrainment, but ro make 
her Miſtrefſes excuſe, which ar laſt ſeated them 
both in a withdrawing roome belonging to the 
Princeſſes lodgings, 'andthat conveniences drew 
on many diſcourſes; amongſt which Caſianus 
was perſwaded by the 61d womans deſires, to re- 
late the paſſages'of his' own fortunes , with the 
reſt of the Princes of Armenia, pretended to be 
injured by the u__ power of Artaxes their 
great King , which he delivered in thismanner, 
2s a greater motive by Roxana's meanes *to per- 
ſwade Chrias affe&ions.' | | | 
You muſt know faid he, that after the valiant 
King of Scythia had loft his life in the Armenian 
Warres in defence of the Princes rights , who 
were eſteemed oppreſſed by Artaxes power,a ſtory 
moſt ſufficiently known to all, my ſelfe came into 
Lydia to demand aſſiſtance of Eyarchus my Un- 


cle; to recover againe my conquered O—_ of 
Iberis 
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Theria , detained from me by Tigranes Duke of 
Colchis. Orſames alſo at the ſame time began his 
Warres againſt our oppreſſor with the ſame pre- 
tentions, fince Philoftras his powerfull Favourite 
judged it a worke full of piety and juſtice, how- 
ever he knew there would be much bloud fpile in 
the quarrell, fince as his maſter was mighty , Ar- 
taxes was obſtinate, and both ambitious; And to 
this purpoſe , not onely proſecuted his defigne 
with much violence againſt the King of Armenia, 
bur in aſhort time Orſames gained many Coun 
trics, ſo that atlaſt , hz brought Artaxes to be 
willing to a if not. to demand a publike 
Treaty 3 whereby as twas pretended, Aſia againe 
might be reduced to its former happy condition, 
by the effeRts of a generall peace, ſince the diſcom= 
poſure-of ſuch mighty intereſts, ſeemed to threa» 
ten the whole world with a fatall deſtruftion; and 
to this effe&, all the injured Princes were called 
to ſhew forth their accuſtomed priviledges, ina 
City upon the Confines of Syria and Armenia, 
which wasa place choſen as moſt indifferent for 
that effe& : where their Commiſſioners then mee- 
ting, and yet remaining with more diſputes, then 
hopes of agreements, gave occaſion to the Senate 
of Lydia, to invite me to flye to their protetion, 
as well for preſent ſubſiſtance, as tature hopes, 
ſince it appeared theſe two powerfull Kings, ny 

beheld their own ambitions as the chiete obj 
of their conſiderations , though they pretend a 
more charitable intention in their ations. Bur 
my Lord ſaid Roxana, asI doe not defire to trou- 
ble my thoughts with the rights of other rings 
# - at 
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that have little relation to our affaires 4 but as 
they may concerne your particular, ſo in re- 
gard they may prove over tedious for our inten- 
ded diſcourſe, fince the Princefſe her ſelfe will be 
likely eo _—_— us before we have finiſhed, 1 
muſt intreat the honour only to be made acquair=

oxana had acknowledged the favour by a tew 
_— he related theſe particulars. 
Although I am confident ſaid he, that you are 
competently informed, that my dead father was 
diſpoſſeſſed of his fruittull Countrey of Theriz 
for taking up of Armes againſt the power of Ar- 
taxes King of Armenia , yet may not be perhaps 
ſufficiently inſtrufted how Tygranes became poſ- 
ſeffor of our Countries, Titles, and Honours, 
wherefore be pleaſed to know, :that after my ſaid 
father was driven forcibly from the poſſ:ſ[ton of 
the Crowne of Meſopotamia , (which he had re- 
ceived by the free cleftion of that people , who 
found themſelves oppreſſed by the Ladle Artaxes 
had _ upon their conſciences 3 as well as 
the Nobility deprived of ſuch Lands be- 
| longing 
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longing to the Temples, in their poſſeſſions, 
which their predecefſors had left them, though 
formerly taken away I muſt confeſſe by violence 
from the Flamines) and my mother forced to flye 
to her friends charity for ſuccour and ſafety , the 
King of Armenie with the aſſiſtance of Tygranes 
riches , proſecuted ſo farre his begun good for- 
tune, that in a ſhort ſpace he not only quieted the 
ſtirres in his dominions,' but advanced his power 
into Iberia , which being without any ſupport, 
but what few Forces Exarchys his father, then 
King of Lydia had ſend to defend his daughters 

right, "_ became maſter ofwhat ſtrong ow 
ces he pleaſed , nntill at laſt he was Lord of the 
whole ; and being in poſſeſtion he not only paid 
that debt he owed to Tygranes with part ot my 
Lands, bur beſtowed upon him in requitall of his 
other good ſervices, all our Titles and honours 
which for many laſting ages had remained in our 
tamily, as being the next of kinne . As this cruell 
injuſtice killed my father with griete, ſoatter 
ſome yeares it brought to or aſliftance the fore- 
named Scythian Princezas one ſent from the Gods 
in our apprehenſion, to teach Artaxes a new law 
of obedience to the fortunes of ſo great a _—_— 
however this date of life became determined by 
the envious deftinies, and we left only to demand 
ayde of Orſames power, to finiſh that work that 
we thought ſo happily begun to the advantage of 
the injured Princes; in which namber I was to be 
reckoned the chiefe , ſince moſt eminent both in 
wrongs and honours : As I may ſay my particular 
cauſe bearing the very name of all he reſt: _ 
| ign2 
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figne, the Syrians contigued a large progreſſe 
within Artaxes Countries , untill the King him» 
ſelfe was forced in a manner by the conſent alſo 
of Soraſtros King of Ag ypt, to that generall trea- 
I formerly mentioned 3 which notwithſtan- 

ing all the while hath only produced diſputatis 
ons, inſtead of conclufions, for that the War con- 
tinues {till with violence to the ruine of the whole 
Kingdome, withour the benefit of any in particu- 
lar, began at firſt by the obſtinate pride of Ty- 
granes, that would not reſtore thoſe rights belon- 
ging to niy ſelfe, which probably might have gi- 
ven e A ” -— wes age of our alli. 
- onz however lately Tygranes being alſo oppreſſed 
by the burthen of ware in his owne deelaions, 
begins to be more plyantto our defires, and to 
this purpoſe many arguments are alleadged of 
either {ide to give colour to the unfortunate afti- 
ons of Souldicrs , who are maintained more to 
fatisfic theambition of the two mighty Kings, 
thento BY us in poſſeſſion of our rights» Tygranes 
affirmeth, that as the King of Armenias gratitude 
beſtowed upon him in recompence of his ſervices 
done the Crowne, thoſe honours and Lands that 
belonged to our Family , ſo the money he hath 
laid out in the Warres, makes him a lawfull pur- 
chaſer of thar benefit 3 and therefore in all equity 
cannot be deprived of them - without a full {atis- 
fation , according to the damage he hath ſuſtai- 
ned by thoſe aftions. The State of Syriz againe 
ds, that unlefle my ſelfe bereſtored ro my 
——— dignities, the combination which is made 
with the injured Princes , muſt of neceſſity be

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broken, and ſo conſequently their Kingdome of 
Syria diſhnoured in their agreement ; and we 
Falter adde , that although Artaxes might have 
ſome colour of diſpleaſure againſt my father , for 
taking upon him the Crowne of Mofpoteenths 
and defending the poſſeſſion in hls\life time by 
force of Arms, which however isa Title diſputa- 


' ble, yet my ſelf ought not to be eſtzemtd any way 
' guilty of the fault being an infant ; and titerefore 


roo much injured by ſuch a lofſe', when inſtead 


ofenjoying the greateſt principallity of all A4r- 
nears or dignity , I am left naked of honour 


and fubfiftance',' Whilſt others of ſz quality 
triumph with thoſe ſpoyles that ſhould'adorn ny 
perſon.

that Clorie gave him by her faire language , and 
good entertainment, he was ſafhciently pleaſed 
with her diſcourſe, for that it ſpake at leaſtwiſe 
liking,if not love to his eares: however,it ſeemed 
mixt with ſome reſerved conditions, which he 
was content only to interpret baſhfull aſſurances, 
chough the gods were privy to other intentions, 
that could not be altered;wherefore as if joytully 
aſſured by the Princeſſes words , and impatient 
of more delay to put in execution what he was 
enjoyned after he had r:turned humble thanks 
not only for her free expreſſions, but the confi- 
dence ſhe had in his ſervices, with ſome other 
complements belonging to his love,and fit for the 
ſeaſon , kiſſing her faire hands he tooke his leave, 
yowing the abſolute performance of all her con- 
mands to the uttermoſ of his power: but being 

one, the Princeſſe nſed theſe words ro Roxana, 

caring belike her own difſimulation was toq great

content with my hypocrilie, in making this poor 
Princes aﬀfeions , a ſtale to our oe rs 
ſince you know my vertuous engagements are ſo 
farre from ſuffering me to become his wife, that 
my heart dares ſcarce think of ſuch aperſwafion 
in any kinde; and as little ſhould i willing 
ſuch a report ſhould reach the cares of abſent Nar- 
ciſſus, who perhaps will accuſe my conſtancy for 
having only deceived, in that nature for his better 
— : nono Roxane be confident, asplaine 
dealing is beſt in all morall ations, ſo certainly 
in love the contrary procures either hate, jealou- 
fie, or deſpaire, which may produce efforts dan» 
gerous, if not deſtruRtive. After the old woman 
with a Kind of ſmile had heard out her Miſtreſſes 
diſcourſe, ſhe retarned ker this anſwer, + 
As 1 cannot deny ſaid ſhe, bur diffimulation in 

it ſelfe, is a flattering vice that ſtcales upon ma 
diſpoſitions with certaine poſlible ifnot probabſe 
fignes of lawfulnefſe, becauſe they are contented 
to be perſwaded by their imaginations, they 
meane no hurt in their intention, which notwith- 
ſtanding 1 muſt confeſſe, deſtroyes all morall con- 
verſation; yet in all reſpe&s of the contrary, for 
a perſon to uncover his breaſt upon every occaſi- 
on, withour leaving himſelte a defence againſt his 
crafty enemy, were a madnefſe capable to ruine 
his fortunes as often as the opportunity preſented 
the meanes. Wherefore » inthe generall I 
can only give this rule, when a body is Jeft ar li- 
berty whether he will ſpeak or no, let him rather 
hold his peace , then ſo muchas intimate a falſ- 
hood by his words, or in friendly converſation

Dimogoras his truſty friend, had been moſt injur'd 
by the preferment of F arezzus; having outed him 
of his place and command inthe Army, ſo would 
he be rhe firteſt perfon to be communicated with 
all, concerning the likelieft wagzo proſecute his 
defignes, according to the direCtions he had recei- 
ved : To this effe& he intended to make him ac- 
quainted with the hopes 'he had lately received 
ro obraine the favour of the Princeſſe Cloria in 
his pretended lovez The rather for that he knew 
he was not only'a man who had a principall inte» 
reſt among the Nobiliry and chicte Senators, but 
was alſo extreamly beloved in the Army, by moſt 
of the common Souldiers , that were not abſo» 
lute creatures of Farezius : wherefore one mor- 

ning before Dimogoras was gone our of his chan- 
ber , Caſianus came unto him with a ſmiling

Though Farezins, did; with faire Q 
and promifing words iy afhort ſpeech, ſeemingly 
pacific nie of their diſcogtents,yct H ercombratus, 
tvho wasofs more violent and ative nature, fir- 
ding many. of .the Trogpes , continue ſtill their 
- mutinies, and inſolencies againſt their command, 
- ſuddenly flew in amongſt thoſe Souldiers with 
- fury in his looks, and terrour in his countenance, 
: where preſently ſeizing upon: two or three of 
thoſe that appeared moſt refraftory and diſabg- 
dicnt, he delivered them inſtantly over to officers 
to be:ex:cuted and puniſhed: After this he. not 
. only off:red a free pardon to the reſt, bur alfo

After this , when both-F arezius and Hercroms» 
brotus were on their way againe towards the Ci 
of Sardis , an officer of the Army began this die 
courſe to his Generall : Sir id hes this late 
mutiny , you may ſee the danger not only of Di- 
mogoras intereſt amongſt the Souldiers , but. the 
power he hath with thoſe of the better ſort of Se- 
nators 3 from which originall,I ſuppoſe,hathpro» 
ceeded in part theſe now appeaſed troubles in the 
Campe:: ofthe other (ide can you poſſibly con- 
ceive thatafter ſo many teſtimonies of diſaffeCti- 
on from Emarchns the King , he will be ever 
brought to be either entire for the Souldiers ad- 
vantage,or be weaned from that affeftion withour 
reaſon, he hath alwayes expreſſed to be in his na« 
ture, for his falſe _ ungratefull country men the 
Myſfiens? in like manner, wich what confidence 
can we any more truſt the aftions of the wealth 
City of Sardis, when as they did not only refuſe, 
to open theirpurſes to our occaſions in our grea= 
teſt neceſſities, but denyedus enterance into their 
Towne, by the perſwafion of thoſe Senators that 
we have now ſent ro baniſhment ? Theſe things 
being granted to be true , the next conſideration 
ought to be bad of the remedy for future preven= 
tion : In the firſt place, to compaſie our defignes, 
and procure our ſecurity, we muſt endeavour tu 
joyne with a prevailing party in the Senate, or at 
leaftwiſe make them ſo by the Souldiers power; 
who may paſſe an abſolute decree , to have 'no 
more Treaties with the King, in regard that thoſe 
U hopes 
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hopes and feares,doe not a little diftratithe whole 
Kingdome , from relying abfolutely upon our 
commands and jurifdiftion, as you know moſt 
neceflary for the peoples ſafety : in the next place 
we are totally to ſuppreſſe the intereſt of Dimogo- 
ras for the preſent, and the Nobillitics priviledges 
in the fiture,which as I muſt tell you keep up ſuch 
an opinion amongſt all ſorts of people , concer- 
ning their greatnefſe and ſtabillity, that ie will be 
a very difficult matter, to at any thing either for 
the Kingdomes good or the Armies advantage : 
Laſtly, we muſt not only drive the Myſfan Com- 
miſſioners out of our Country , who only wait 
occalions to ſuck up all the benefit to themſelves 
and Nation , which the Lydians atany time ſhall 
either fight or toyle for , but in ſome terrifying 
way or other procure money from the Citizens of 
Sardis , whereby to give juft and ficting content 
to-thoſe faithfull and loving Souldiers, that have 
fought ſo many bloudy Battels, and obtained 
multitudes of ftgnall viftories in cheir Countreyes 
behalfe, againſt their numerous enemies. 

Though Farezizs by reaſon of his melancholly 
and filent nature, made no great reply at the pre- 
ſent, to thoſe reaſons that had been delivered, yet 
it was not many dayes after th:ir arrivall at S2r- 
dis , before an abſolute decree paſſed the Senate, 
thatnot only there ſhould be no more Treatics, 
or addreſſes made unto Exarchus, concerning any 
agreement either in the. generall or particular, 
bur nd rye: that it nrmagy eſteemed 
acrime of a moſt high conſequence , tor any per- 
fon fo much-ag ro make tender of any propott- 

tion 
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tiongo that cfe&;to the reſt of the Senators there 
aſſembled : which reſolution was quickly | 
liſhed over the whole Kingdome of Lydia. by a 
formall: 100. ; 

Of the other ſide Diwogors finding , both his 
antcreft inthe Araay and bis credit with the Sena» 
ans die not any way ſait with his ambition.and 
expetation, upan the very apprehenſion (as twas 
t ) of theſe a nt di in a very 
few dayes ended his life in this world ; however 
there were ſome that not only gave itout, but be» 
lieved,, that he had been poyſoned , to preventa 
farthertrouble and danger to the Kingdome -: 
This ao gave occaſion ro Prince Caſſiansns with= 
in a very fhorttime after , to quit perſonally the 
Country of Lydia, as perhaps ſuppoting, now his 
chiete friend and Favourite Dimogoras was goneg 
andthe reſt of the Lords not being ina capacity 
#0 ſi his honour and defignes , againſt the 
Soul Yers;in the Prigceſſe Clorias behalte , it was 
—_— purpoſe any longer to proſecute his.pre- 

Ove. 

Neverthelefi> the Nobillicy , -with many other 
af :the Senators of the ſame faction,prepared them- 
£lvesto give the body of Dimagoras, moſt ſtately 
and glatious Funcrals : To this intent, whenthe 
day:came;all actired in black, they.met the corps 
witha world af ceremony , and fo condudted it 
ESE people, to the place or- 
dainad:forgthat purpoſe , where being placed ac- 
eorihing to the cuſtome of other 'Generalls , the 
-Hamezquickly confamed. the pyles whilſt that 
wiiidthams iwnanall, had a Account tÞ 
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-give, concerning his ations and thoughts during 
hisltce 
When the Princeſſe Cloria underſtood of this 
ſtrange and uncxp=fted law, not only pronounced 
inthe Senate , but publiſhed all over the King- 
dome, ſhe began now to t her, of her too 
much þbeliete given to the Kings enemies, not- 
withſtanding any perſwafion whatſoever, ſhe had 
entertained in her thoughts; and conſequently 
had more cauſe a great deale to doubt her owne 
ſecurity , having no other defence left her bur 
what ſhe could gather from the faithfull and wiſe 
Councells of her intrufted governefſe Roxana, 
which was the occaſion, that one day having for 
th: moſt part ſpent her whole ftore of paſſion, ſhe 
uſed this kinde of deſpairing diſcourſe unto her. 
Truly Roxene faid thz;as there might be noted 
« _ za tee ra _—_— the — 
y the ſtrict gard ſet upon the Kings perſon , ſo 
this laſt ation makes Bs teare, that Ay ſome 
prevailing defigne, as well againſt our liberties as 
his dominion, which we ſhall be ſcarce able to 
prevent by any induſtry or afliftance ; foras I can- 
uot rely much apon the Lords power, by reaſon 
they have altogether loſt their authority , by ſe- 
vering their intereſts at the firſt from their Princes 
prerogative , nothing but to comply with their 
own ambition and ſpleen z ſo .is there as little to 
be hoped for, from the endeavours of this great 
and rich City of Sardz , conſidering, their late 
carriages , when Farezius with his triumphanc 
"Army, not only entered their Walls withouc re- 
.fittance, but were content to. reccive his abſolute 
- | com» 
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commands, without the leaſt diſpute, belonging 


_ ro theirlong enjoyed priviledges, never as yer - 


queſtioned by any former Prince or power ; theſe 
entations being. knowne and granted to be 
the cffets of the late tranſaRions,whar probabili- 
ties remaine, for the recovery of my fathers right, 
though it ſhould be. opinionated , that we our 
ſelves were our of all danger perſonally ; ſince the | 
Kings party appears, not to haveeither abillity ar. 
will to doe him good ; And Lydie being ſtrong- 
Aura under the preſent juriſdigion , what 
orraigne induſtry and endeavour ſoever , can 
worke any conſiderable cffeCts to his advantage ? 
conſidering the many. brave Veſſcls and ſhipping 
that are alwayes ready for defence and reſiſtance, 
upon the Cariax and Ionian ſhoares, to oppoſe 
either ſudden invaſion or continued hoſtility, 

When Roxana had for ſome time reſted filent 
with tcares in her eyes, ſhe returned her this an- 
ſwer : Lady faid fhz, you muſt then give me leave 
to blame your ſuperſtitious m (a Imay call 
it) in not ſuffering your Uncle Orſames to have 

erformed thoſe ceremonies belonging to your 
Nuptials at Memphis ; which perhaps in part it

An the meane time this delighted com | 
away their howers in ſuch - cor drnmgs fr 
tended to Ewarchus wiſhed proſperity, ſometimes 
complaining of the unrelenting cruclry ofthe Se- 
nate, that could ſo long detaine their juſt and 
mercitull King in a darke priſon, inſtcad of caft- 
ing themſelves at his feet humbly to defire pardon 
for their offences, otherwhiles againe they would 
entertaine their thoughts , with new hopes of his 
releaſement by powerfull Agmies ſent into Lydiz 
by all the Princes of Afia, in which number Nar- 
6ifſus had no low ranke in the opinion of love- 
iall Cloria z neither ſeldome did they agree in 
liefe, that the generall diftraftions of the King- 
dome , would ſoon putan endto the differences 
without any other aſſiſtance}, untill theſe diverti- 
gies of fancies carried them one day into the gar= 
dzn, where Clorias diligent ſervant in the view of 
other attendants, obſerved ſo cagefully the direfti- 
ons of her charge ; that ſhe made alwayes eleftion 
of thoſe fruit that the Princeſſe intention did but 
only covet, and preſented them tobe made more - 
beautifull by the touch of her white hand.

Theſe pleaſant apprehenfions invited them all 
three to take ſome delight , in a cerraine beauti- 
full and refreſhing Grote , encompaſſed rotind 
about by an intricate Labyrinth,or Wilderneſs of 
flouriſhing Trees, that ſhaded it ſufficiently from 
the eyes of people : in the middeſt thereot there. 
was a Fountaine upon the borders,in which was 
contrived 'many ſorts of Chaces by dogges and 
huntſmen 3 who by the turning of ſeverall arti- 
ficiall Cocks, ſeemed not onzly to move in proſe- 
cution of their prey , but the hounds with open 
mouthes barked and made a noyſe. ' The pretti> 
neſſe of the conceit , for a long ſpace gave young 

Aſcanins ſafhicient ' content : when- they were 

weary of bcholding of this inventiony they wene 

to the viewing of other rarities. There they mighr 
behold 4x4ronmeda, with the Sea Monſter, com» 


ming our of the water to devoure her, ay >" 
or- 
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ſorrowtull parents ſtood upon the bordering 
ſhore, to behold that wofull and lamenable Tra- 
gedy,occafioned as they thought by the too much 
{cverity and cruelty of the gods, untill Perſeus 
the ſonne of Pare , that was courted in a ſhower 
of Gold by Jupiter , deſcended from the skies 
upon his flying horſe , and ſeemed to reſcue the. 
diſtreſſed Lady. There were alſo to be ſeen in 
that place , divers Artificers, working in their 
Trades, onely by the force and current of the wa- 
ter: in like manner, others playing upon ſeverall 
. kinds of Inſtruments,both delighttull. ro the care, 
and pleafing to the apprehenſion. Betides, Birds 
of oþ peck wade of Glafſe and other marterials, 
that ſeemed to chirp? ina naturall way , though 
onely ſo contrived by the meere invention of 
men, to give the greater ſatisfation to luxurious 
ſenſe. After they had as it were glutted their 
contemplation with theſe delighttull vanirics,the 
Princefſe Cloria being better 8kil'd then her bro- 
ther in the uſe of ſuch devices, ſuddenly tuned 
one of the pip2s, which quickly over-ſpread

was moſt carefull to obſerve thoſe decorums that 
belonged to her office, and attendance, leaſt the 
contrary might have occaſioned the endangering 
of hisdiſtovery : where they remained, Ima 
ſay , entertaining themſelves ſometimes wi 
hopes, and ſometimes with feares, untill the 
dwartes returne brought them more certaine in-

| Rrainenature to no purpoſe ? eſpecially if we be 
not well afſured ro'gaine phe ror 4b by 
the contention ; And if:we faile in that we ſeem 
to undertake, we contraft thereby a further mi(- 
chiefe and diſreputation to our ſelves, then if 
we had not atall offered to contend againſt po- 
wer and oppreſſion at the firſt : befides oftentimes 
thoſe refiſtances in the dark ſhall never come tru- 
ly to the knowledge of the world, ſo that conſe- . 
quently we faile then of that glory, our fooliſh 
poſterous ambition aymed at by ſuch re- 
ſolagons: by _ means Pow rather 
. enterpreted to: be blown up with vain-glorious 
fumes;then ſeaſoned with _ fortitude : In time 
the beſt mixture muſt be ſo to moderate our afti- 
ons , that as precipitately we pit not our ſelves 
upon vain we! leſ& ſufferings; without ne- 
ceſſity, ſo-oughrnot we too much to yield to the 
inconſtant ftroakes of fortune and oppreſſion, 
when cither honour or religion calls us to a pub- 
lique demonſtration of our bravery and courage.
